This  joy  and  this  kind  of  talk 
would  be  fine  if  it  didn't  stop 
there.  Instead  of  profiting  by 
imitation  of  the  holiness  and 
wisdom  God  gave  the  spiritual 
director,  some  seminarians  are 
lulled  by  their  hopes  and  make 
no  further  effort  to  conquer 
themselves  and  to  achieve  the 
holiness  they  want.  Mark  well 
that  it  is  not  the  spiritual  di- 
rector who  makes  us  saints  but 
our  fidelity  to  grace  and  the 
sincere  and  efficacious  desire  to 
advance.

Archbishop  Le  Hunsec  Dies  Suddenly 

j/^N  Christmas  Day,  1954,   at 


the  Motherhouse  in  Paris, 
lArchbishop  Le  Hunsec,  former 
superior  general  of  the  Congre- 
gation, had  said  his  three 
Masses  without  fatigue  and  with- 
out assistance.  At  9:30  he  came 
down  to  the  chapel  for  the 
High  Mass.  Father  Econome, 
meeting  him  on  the  stairway, 
asked  how  he  felt. 

"Not  too  well,"  the  Arch- 
jbishop  said. 

Father  Econome  then  sug- 
gested he  return  to  his  room, 
shut  the  Archbishop  replied, 
i"No,  I  want  to  go  to  Mass." 

In  chapel,  the  Archbishop 
took  his  customary  place  in  a 
back  stall  at  the  left  of  the 
jchoir.  At  the  Kyrie  Eleison,  he 
said  to  Brother  Camillus  who 
sat  next  to  him,  "I  feel  very 
ill  .   .  "  and  collapsed. 

Brother  quickly  signalled 
Father  Econome,  who  rushed 
to  the  stricken  prelate's  side 
and  administered  absolution  as 
ithe  Archbishop  was  being  car- 
ried to  the  Infirmary  on  a 
stretcher.  Two  injections  failed 
to  restore  consciousness  and 
Father  Superior  admistered  Ex- 
!treme  Unction.  The  Archbishop 
then  opened  his  eyes  and  mur- 
mured that  he  was  dying. 

That  was  the  end.  The  attack 
had  lasted  no  longer  than  ten 
minutes. 


1  HE  body  lay  in  state  in  the 
old  chapel  of  the  Seminary,  now 
a  sacristy. 

The  funeral  Mass  was  cele- 
brated in  the  Church  of  St. 
Jacques  du  Haut  Pas,  our  par- 
ish church  in  Paris.  His  Emi- 
nence, the  Cardinal  Archbishop 
of  Paris,  presided  at  the  Mass 
and  gave  the  absolution.  Twelve 
Bishops  attended  as  well  as  rep- 
resentatives of  France  d'Outre- 
Mer,  deputies,  senators,  gover- 
nors of  the  Colonies,  and  a 
large  over-flow  crowd. 

Archbishop  Lefebvre  of  Da- 
kar and  Apostolic  Delegate, 
sang  the  Mass.  The  Very  Rev. 
Provincials  of  France,  Ireland, 
Belgium,  Holland,  Germany, 
Switzerland,  Father  Murphy 
from  Rome,  the  Superior  of 
Auteuil  and  a  large  number  of 
Fathers  also  attended. 

The  Archbishop  was  buried 
on  December  29  in  the  com- 
munity cemetery  in  Paris  at  the 
foot  of  the  large  cross  and  op- 
posite the  grave  of  Archbishop 
Le  Roy,  his  predecessor. 

Archbishop  Louis  Le  Hunsec  was  born 
January  6,  1878,  and  ordained  September 
21,  1901.  He  was  consecrated  titular 
bishop  of  Europus  on  May  30,  1920,  and 
named  vicar  apostolic  of  Senegambia.  He 
served  two  terms  as  superior  general: 
1926-1950  and  was  named  titular  arch- 
bishop of  Marcionopolis  February  24, 
1945.     R.    I.   P. 


Holy  Father  Commends  Congregation  \ 


IN  a  letter  to  the  hierarchy, 
missionaries  and  faithful  of 
Nigeria  on  the  occasion  the  na- 
tional Marian  Congress  in  De- 
ceniher  1954,  His  Holiness  Pope 
Pius  Xn  praised  the  heroic 
apostolate  of  the  early  mission- 
aries and  singled  out  our  early 
missionaries  in  the  following 
terms : 

"Dedicated,  too,  in  a  special 
way,  to  the  Immaculate  Mother 
of  God  were  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  who  courageously  ven- 
tured up  the  Niger  in  1865  to 
plant  the  Church  of  God  at 
Onitsha,  for  their  Congregation 
was  named  after  the  Heavenly 
Spouse  of  Our  Lady  and  after 
Her  Immaculate  Heart.  It  was, 
in  fact,  on  the  eve  of  the  Feast 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception 
that  they  were  welcomed  hy  the 


local  King  and  enabled  to  es- 
tablish their  first  mission,  which 
was  to  become  in  time  the 
Metropolitan  See  of  Onitsha, 
and  from  which  the  frontiers  of 
the  Church  were  to  be  pushed 
eastwards  towards  the  Cross 
River,  beyond  Ogoja  towards 
the  North  and  Calabar  in  the 
South. 

"And  so.  Venerable  Brothers, 
and  beloved  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, the  evangelization  of  Ni- 
geria has  from  its  very  begin- 
ning been  under  the  special  pa- 
tronage of  the  Immaculate 
Mother  of  God." 

His  Eminence,  Francis  L.  Mc- 
Intyre,  Archbishop  of  Los  An- 
geles, represented  the  Holy 
Father  as  Pontifical  Legate  at 
the  Congress.

What  will  it  avail  you 
to  gain  a  few  souls  for  God  at  the  cost 
of  your  health,  if  by  it  you  render  your- 
selves  useless   for   a   great   number? 

(  To  sacrifice  one's  life  for  the  salvation 
'of  a  single  soul  is  doubtlessly  an  excel- 
lent thing  but  to  preserve  that  life  for  the 
salvation  of  a  hundred  others  is  still  more 
excellent.  Not  to  fear  sickness  or  death 
is  the  mark  of  a  priest  who  is  zealous 
and    devoted    to    God    alone;    but   to   take 


precautions  to  preserve  one's  life  in  order 
to  save  a  greater  number  of  souls,  is  the 
mark  of  a  missionary  who  joins  prudence 
to  perfect  zeal  and   perfect  devotion. 

When  you  are  healthy,  avoid  what 
could  make  you  sick,  but  always  do  so 
without  worry  or  disquiet;  when  you  are 
sick,  consider  yourselves  fortunate  to  be 
so  for  the  glory  and  love  of  your 
Sovereign  Master,  and  do  not  let  your- 
selves be  sad,  downcast  or  subjected  to 
fear.

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Dedication  at  Notre  Dame,  Chippewa  Falls 

(Chippewa   Herald-Telegram,    Thursday,  December  9,   1954) 


DEDICATION  of  a  major 
construction  project  at 
Notre  Dame  scliool  in  this  city 
marked  final  acceptance  by  the 
parish  of  its  new  improved  li- 
brary, band  room,  kitchen  and 
gymnasium-auditorium  hei-e  last 
night. 

Bishop  John  P.  Treacy  of  La 
Crosse,  accompanied  by  an  im- 
pressive retinue  of  priests  and 
their  attendants,  blessed  the 
gymnasium,  library  and  band- 
room  at  7:00  p.  m.  and  then 
with  his  procession.  His  Excel- 
lency mounted  the  stage  in  the 
gym  auditorium  to  open  the 
public  demonstration. 

Because  it  represented  an  im- 
portant civic  improvement,  city 
and  county  officials  and  other 
interested  citizens  attended  in 
large  numbers.  The  gymnasium 
was  filled. 

Solemn  High  Mass  was  cele- 
]>rated  at  Notre  Dame  church 
after  dedicatory  exercises  in 
the    gym. 

Fatlier  Louis  A.  Dietrich,  C.S. 
Sp.,  opened  the  program  with 
a  brief  welcome  address  in 
which  the  Notre  Dame  pastor 
said  he  spoke  "with  the  spirit 
of  deepest  gratitude  for  this 
day,"  and  thanked  all  who  had 
a  part  in  the  successful  culmina- 
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tion  of  the  project,  started  just 
six  months  ago,  coming  at  the 
close  of  the  Marian  year  as  a 
manifestation  to  "the  external 
glory  of  our  Blessed  Mother," 
and  dedicated,  first  of  all,  to 
her,  after  whom  the  parish  was 
named — Notre  Dame." 

Bishop  Treacy  paid  tribute 
to  the  early  pioneers  of  Notre 
Dame  —  priests,  nuns  and  par- 
ishioners. "We  wouldn't  know 
how  to  make  the  sacrifices  they 
made  50  or  75  years  ago  —  we 
are  still  living  off  it."  In  con- 
clusion he  stated  two  objec- 
tives: 1. — Preserving  the  faith; 
2. — Handing  it  down  to  pos- 
terity. 

UR.  William  C.  Henske,  as  sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
introduced  city  officials  and 
public  school  representatives. 
At  the  outset  he  stated  that  he 
and  practically  everyone  else  in- 
terested didn't  think  it  could 
be  done  by  Septemlier  14.  "But 
daily,  as  I  saw  a  determined 
man  take  off  liis  Roman  collar, 
don  work  clothes  and  pitch  in, 
working  hard  to  spur  all  the 
workers  on,  I  felt  that  the  mis- 
sion would  be  accomplished. 
The  tremendous  feat — all  with- 
in the  period  of  3  months,  is 
a     marvelous     achievement     by 


^ur  beloved  Fr.  Dietrich." 

Mayor  Hany  Webb  was  pro- 
fuse in  his  praise  of  the  achieve- 
ment, stating  "Chippewa  Falls 
can  well  be  proud  of  this  beau- 
tiful building,  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  state,"  and  in  behalf  of 
ithe  city  extended  tribute  to 
Father  Dietrich,  C.S.Sp.  and  the 
parish. 

Solemn  High  Mass,  resplend- 
ent as  always  with  great  pomp 
and  solemnity,  was  celebrated 
tat  Notre  Dame  church  imme- 
diately following  the  dedica- 
tion. It  was  marked  I)y  presence 
of  His  Excellency,  Bishop  John 
P.  Treacy  of  LaCrosse,  upon 
tlie  altar.  The  Bishop's  attend- 
ants were  Very  Rev.  William 
Daniels,  dean  and  Fr.  Alphonse 
Favre,  C.S.Sp.,  pastor  of  Holy 
Ghost  church  of  this  city. 

Father  Louis  A.  Dietrich,  C.S. 
Sp.,  was  celelirant;  Father  John 
Pinion,  of  the  Sacred  Heart 
church,  Edson,  was  deacon,  and 
Father  Thomas  McGuire,  C.S. 
Sp.,  Notre  Dame,  sub-deacon. 

Master  of  Ceremonies  was  the 
Reverend  John  P.  Finucan.,  vice 
chancellor. 


The  sermon  was  delivered  by 
the  Very  Reverend  Fr.  Francis 
Brady,  pastor  St.  Patrick's 
church,  Eau  Claire. 

Bishop  Treacy,  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Mass  praised  the 
untiring  efforts  of  the  pioneers 
of  Notre  Dame  parish,  and  this 
great  event,  coming  at  the  close 
of  the  Marian  year  was  a  fitting 
climax.  He  praised  the  efforts 
of  the  priests,  sisters  and  parish- 
ioners of  this  day  and  age  also. 

The  library  addition  is  to  be 
known  as  the  Mother  Fidelis 
Library,  in  memory  of  an  out- 
standing Notre  Dame  nun  of 
former  years  who  taught  at  Mc- 
Donell.  The  school  Sisters  of 
Notre  Dame  staff  the  schools. 
The  "Fathers  Mac  Gym"  is 
named  in  honor  of  two  pioneer 
Notre  Dame  priests.  Father 
James  J.  McGurk,  C.S.Sp.,  and 
Father  Eugene  McGuigan,  C.S. 
Sp.,  members  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
congregation  who  have  man- 
aged the  destinies  of  Notre 
Dame.  Fathers  McGurk  and  Mc- 
Guigan were  pastor  and  assist- 
ant, respectively,  back  in  1924 
when  the  original  Notre  Dame 
grade  school  building  was 
erected.

T  PROMISED  you  long  ago  to 
■*-  send  along  a  story  and  pic- 
tures about  the  mission  of  Our 
Lady  of  Sorrows  in  Monreau- 
ville.  La.  I  hope  you  will  be 
able  to  use  all  of  the  pictures 
of  the  Sisters. 

The  mission  was  established 
as  a  parish  on  August  15,  1946. 
Father  Joseph  J,  Cassidy,  C.S. 
Sp.,  just  returned  from  chaplain 
service  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  was 
appointed  first  pastor. 

Prior  to  this,  both  Monsignor 
S.  J.  De  Kewer,  pastor  of  Sa- 
cred Heart  Church  (white), 
Moreauville,  and  Father  James 
A.  Murnaghan,  C.S.Sp.,  pastor 
of  Our  Lady  of  Prompt  Succor 
(colored!,  in  Mansura,  had  set 
the  stage  for  the  new  founda- 
tion by  their  interest  in  and 
work  among  the  colored  people 
in  Moreauville.  Father  Murna- 
ghan said  the  first  Mass  in 
Moreauville  on  November  1, 
1944. 

Our  Lady  of  Sorrows,  lying 
seven  miles  southeast  of  Man- 
sura, had  been  a  mission  of  the 
church  in  Mansura  since  the 
erection  of  that  parish  on  May 
8,  1944.  From  the  start  the  lit- 
tle chapel  was  too  small  to  ac- 
commodate all  who  came  to 
Mass  but  two  Sisters  from  Man- 
sura came  here  every  Sunday  to 
instruct    the    children    in    cate- 


chism. Fifty-two  children  form-  ■ 
ed  the  first  Confirmation  class  ^ 
for  Bishop  Desmond  on  May  2,  , 
1945. 

r  ROM  Remini,  Italy,  came  the 
Sisters  of  Our  Sorrowful  Mother 
in  1947  at  the  invitation  of 
Father  Cassidy.  Despite  the  dif- 
ficulty of  learning  a  new  lan- 
guage and  accustoming  them- 
selves to  a  new  country  and  a 
new  way  of  life,  these  Sisters 
have  done  remarkable  work. 

Enrollment  in  the  Moreau- 
ville school,  constructed  under 
Father  Cassidy's  direction  in 
1947,  has  never  reached  a  pro- 
portionate number  but  the  de- 
cided increase  this  year  may  be 
the  beginning  of  a  new  era  and 
the  reward  of  patience. 

Father  Cassidy  built  the  new 
brick  church  which  was  dedi- 
cated by  Bishop  Charles  P. 
Greco  on  October  30,  1950.  He  J 
received  unexpected  coopera- 1 
tion  on  all  sides  and  it's  really 
quite  attractive,  don't  you 
think?  The  rooms  for  the  priest 
are  built  onto  the  rear  of  the 
church  and  are  quite  comfort- 
able. Perhaps  at  some  future 
time  there  will  be  a  separate 
rectory. 

13  Y  the  grace  of  God,  fifteen 
converts     have    come    into    the 
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ihurcli  since  I  came  here  in 
L951.  All  told,  250  souls  com- 
3rise  the  congregation. 

Our  parishioners  support  the 
!]lhurch  as  well  as  they  can  ac- 
cording to  their  means.  Most  of 


them  are  share-croppers  and  de- 
pend for  their  income  entirely 
on  the  annual  harvest. 

The  big  problem  here  is  to 
keep  things  in  operation  after 
such  a  remarkable  beginning.

I^KOM  his  sermon  at  the  fu- 
-  neral  of  Father  Fandrey,  we

Id  our  recently  departed  con- 
rere : 

"He  endeavored  through  the 
years  of  his  priesthood  to  walk  in 
the  footsteps  of  the  Master;  he 
tried  honestly  to  be  a  good  re- 
ligious, interiorly  as  well  as  ex- 
teriorly, by  the  exact  observance 
of  the  Rule  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fa- 
thers and  the  scrupulous  practice 
of  the  vows  of  religion  .  .  .  Some 
one  has  said  that  the  chief  char- 
acteristics of  Our  Lord's  life  were 
its  simplicity  and  sincerity.  We 
who  knew  Father  Fandrey  can  tes- 
tify that  these  same  characteristics 
endeared  him  to  all  ...  he  was 
sublimely  simple  and  intensely  sin- 
cere." 

Valentine  James  Fandrey  was 
3orn  in  Pittshurgh,  Pa.,  on  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1883.  After  primary 
tudies,  he  entered  Holy  Ghost 
ollege  ( now  Duquesne  Univer- 
pity )  where  he  made  his  high 
school  studies  and  was  gradu- 
ated with  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts  in  1903.  He  became 
a  titular  scholastic  in  the  Con- 
gregation while  attending  the 
^College. 

LHe  made  his  novitiate  at 
oly  Ghost  Apostolic  College  in 
Cornwells  Heights  and  was  pro- 
fessed on  August   15,  1904.    He

returned  to  Holy  Ghost  College 
in  Pittsburgh  in  1904  and  serv- 
ed as  a  prefect  imtil  1906.  In 
the  same  year  he  was  sent  to 
study  his  philosophy  at  Chevilly 
and  in  1907  entered  the  Univer- 
sity of  Fribourg  in  Switzerland 
where  he  was  gradviated  with 
the  degree  of  S.  T.  L.  in  1910. 
He  was  ordained  to  the  sub- 
diaconate  and  diaconate  at  Fri- 
bourg in  1908  and  to  the  priest- 
hood on  December  8,  1909.  At 
Chevilly,  on  July  21,  1910,  Fath- 
er Fandrey  made  his  Apostolic 
Consecration  and  his  perpetual

vows  at  Ferndale  on  May  11, 
1913. 

A.S  his  first  appointment.  Fath- 
er Fandrey  was  made  an  in- 
structor at  Cornwells  hut  re- 
mained only  a  short  time  (Oc- 
toher  1910-March  1911)  before 
heing  transferred  to  Immacu- 
late Heart  parish  in  Pittsburgh 
as  assisant. 

In  the  fall  of  1911,  Father 
Fandrey  was  appointed  to  the 
faculty  at  Ferndale  where  he 
taught  philosophy  and  theology 
vmtil  1923.  In  addition  to  his 
professiorial  duties.  Father  Fan- 
drey served  the  diocese  of  Hart- 
ford hy  his  zeal  for  the  work 
among  the  Polish  faithful  of 
the  diocese  to  whom  he  brought 
the  sacraments.  The  diocese  at 
that  time  suffered  from  a  severe 
scarcity  of  priests  who  could 
speak  the  language  of  the  re- 
cently-arrived immigrants. 

From  1923  to  1933,  Father 
Fandrey  was  pastor  at  Holy 
Ghost  parish  in  Chippewa  Falls, 
Wis.  In  1927  he  built  the  new 
church  which  resembles  the 
Ferndale  chapel,  enlarged  the 
hall,  re-established  parish  credit 
by  liquidation  of  long-standing 
debts  and  re-vitalized  the  parish 
by  his  piety,  sermons  and  zeal. 

From  1933  to  1935,  Father 
Fandrey  worked  as  preacher 
and  treasurer  on  the  Mission 
Band,  from   December   1935   to 


August  1937  as  bursar  in  Fernw" 
dale  and  from  August   1937  tor*' 
January  1940  as  assistant  novicei 
master  in  Ridgefield.  j 

Father  Fandrey  returned  to:  ^ 
pastoral  duties  in  January  1940'"' 
at  the  parish  of  Our  Lady  of!" 
the  Assumption,  Carenco,  La 
He  lal)ored  in  this  difficult!' 
work  in  a  poor  Southern  parish  i " 
until  1944  when  he  was  sent  to ) 
Cornwells,  liis  first  appointment 
as  a  young  priest. 

In  1948,  Father  Fandrey  as- 1 
sisted  in  the  lay-retreat  work  in 
New  Canaan,  Conn.,  and  re- 
turned to  Cornwells  in  July, 
1950  for  what  was  to  be  his  last 
appointment. 

During  the  four  years  still 
given  him  to  labor.  Father 
Fandrey  distinguished  himself 
as  a  teacher,  as  a  valuable  as- 
sistant to  the  Vicar  for  Re- 
ligious in  the  archdiocese  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  visitation 
of  Polish  convents  and  as  pri- 
vate chaplain  for  the  aged 
Mother  Katherine  Drexel,  foun- 
dress  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Most  I 
Blessed  Sacrament.  On  week-  ^ 
ends  he  assisted  at  the  parish 
of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel 
in  Levittown,  Pa.,  where  he  was 
greatly  beloved  by  the  congre- 
gation. Many  thought  he  was 
the  pastor  because  of  his  white 
hair,  paternal  manner  and  ex- 
perienced sermons.  He  was 
"perhaps    the    best-liked    priest 
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a  our  parish,"  said  Rev.  Joseph 
I.  Collins,  pastor  at  the  church. 

Father  Fandrey  lived  his  reg- 
lar  life  up  to  the  sudden  end 
arly  Sunday  morning,  Noveni- 
er  28.

THE  ANALOGY  OF  NAMES.  By  Thomas 
de  Vio,  Cardinal  Cajetan.  Translated 
and  annotated  by  Edward  A.  Bushin- 
slci,  C.S.Sp.,  in  collaboration  with  Henry 
J.  Koren,  C.S.Sp.  Pittsburgh:  Duquesne 
University  Press,  1953.  Pp.  103  with 
index.    $2.25,  cloth.   $1.50,  paper. 

The  translation  of  Cardinal 
Cajetan's  work  on  analogy  is 
an  event  of  major  significance 
for  the  English-speaking  philo- 
sophical world.  All  the  more 
valuahle  is  it  hecause  of  the 
s  u  p  e  r  h  craftsmanship  with 
which  the  entire  project  has 
heen  accomplished.  The  volume 
is  the  fourth  in  a  philosophical 
series  issued  hy  Duquesne  Uni- 
versity Press.  In  technical  per- 
fection as  to  format  and  print 
the  hook  is  superior  in  every 
way.  This  precision  in  its  me- 
chanical aspects  is  l)ut  indica- 
tive of  the  magnificence  of  its 
textual  content. 

In  the  Foreword,  Father  Ko- 
ren explains  the  purpose  of  the 
work  and  the  scholarship  that 
went  into  the  finished  product. 
For  the  most  part,  the  transla- 
tion of  the  text  is  hased  on  the 
excellent  Latin  Zammit  edition. 
Tliis  also  siijiplies  guidance  for 
many    of    the    useful    footnotes 


and  to  these  Father  Bushinski: 
has  made  extremely  valuable! 
additions. 

After    the    instructive    Fore- 
word there  follows  a  life  of  Car- 
dinal Cajetan   which   is   a  gem 
of  writing  and  shows  what  can 
be  done  in  this  field  of  biogra- 
phy by   someone  with  imagina- 
tion in  the  presentation  of  the 
facts.      Cajetan     emerges     as     a  i 
real  flesh  and  blood  personality  • 
who  lived  an  exciting  life,  pack-  • 
ed   with   action,   and    still   able  • 
to     write     profound,     scholarly 
works.    Indeed,  the  sketch  is  so 
excellent  that  one  hopes  a  full 
length  work  in  English  in  this 
fluent  style  might  appear. 

The  remainder  of  the  book 
is,  of  course,  the  actual  transla- 
tion of  Cajetan's  great  work 
plus  the  letter  he  wrote  to  his 
fellow  Dominican,  Francis  of 
Ferrara.  In  his  literal  transla- 
tion Father  Bnsbinski  has  lost 
none  of  the  flavor  of  Cajetan 
nor  has  he  fallen  into  a  stilted 
style  of  his  own.  Each  para- 
graph of  the  text  is  nunibered, 
which  provides  qu^ct  and  easy 
reference.  Especiallv  lon<>  para- 
graphs are  neatly  div'ded  mak- 
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ng  for  better  reading.  The  book 
ioncludes  with  two  superb  in- 
dices. 

Really  everything  about  this 
jook  is  magnificent.  Some  may 
;ake  exception  to  a  footnote 
lere  and  there  where  the  trans- 
ator  expresses  his  opinion  one 
vay  or  the  olher.  For  instance, 
here  is  the  observation  on 
3age  10,  footnote  6,  that  the 
dammit  and  Hering  editions  are 
misleading  in  using  the  word 
lipecies  when  speaking  of  anal- 


ogy. It  is  feared  that  this  might 
lead  one  to  tliink  that  analogy 
itself  is  univocal.  In  reply  it 
can  be  said  that  species  is  often 
taken  in  a  broad  sense  simply 
to  mean  type.  However,  such 
criticism  is  so  trivial  as  to  be 
insignificant.  Duquesne  can  be 
proud  to  have  its  name,  its  staff, 
and  its  press  associated  in  the 
publication  of  Cajetan's  The 
Analogy  of  Names.  This  is  a 
volume  that  all  philosophers 
will  want  to  possess.

ASSISTANTS  Cpl.  Raymond 
Nann  of  Coleman  Bari-acks 
and  Pfc.  Thomas  Griffin  of 
Worms,  went  to  Motor  Pool 
No.  2  in  Mannhein  and  drove 
to  Speyer,  directino;  the  two 
hired  hiis  drivers.  Tlie  huses 
departed  No.  2  at  12:30  p.  m. 
and  picked  up  63  junior  semi- 
narians, their  director,  Father 
Muller  and  two  other  priests 
from  the  Holy  Ghost  P'athers 
Missionkonvent,  St.  G  u  i  d  o 
Strasse,  in  Speyer. 

They  arrived  at  Coleman  Bar- 
racks Chapel  at  2:30,  were  met 
and  greeted  hy  Father  Wersing 
and  repaired  at  once  to  the 
Carousel  Cluh  for  ice  cream 
and  cocoa.  After  singing  three 
Christmas  songs,  short  stops 
were  made  to  the  Bowling  Al- 
leys and  then  to  the  gym  - — 
where  a  hasketliall  game  was 
in  progress.

We  are  situ- 
atetl  af)out  30  miles  from  Sap- 
poro on  the  island  of  Hokaiddo 
at  Chitose,  pronounced  "chi-to- 
see." 

This  is  the  northernmost  Air 
Base  in  Japan,  only  a  few  min- 
utes by  air  from  our  friends  the 
"Rooskies."  It  is  cold  and  we 
shall  probably  have  snow  until 
about  April.  In  fact,  I  haven't 
seen  ground  since  my  arrival 
here.  The  snow  is  frequent  and 
deep  but  the  air  is  dry  so  that 
the  temperature,  even  at  zero, 
seems  not  so  severe  as  in  the 
States. 

I  have  the  distinction  (?)  of 
being  the  Air  Forces'  chaplain 
farthest  north  in  Japan.  The 
only  other  American  chaplain 
who  comes  up  to  this  island  is  a 
Father  Choquette  who  visits  the 
radar  sights  about  once  every 
six  weeks.  His  job  is  difficult 
l)Ut  interesting  because  he  hits 
just  about  all  the  outposts  on 
the  island. 

Two  Maryknollers  are  about 
17  miles  away.  This  gives  us  an 
opportunity  for  Confession. 


Spoke  to  Father  Ed  Curran 
on  the  phone  from  Tokyo  be- 
fore coming  up  here.  He  said 
he  was  due  Stateside  in  April. 

1  HE  life  here  has  its  compen- 
sations. The  chapel  facilities 
are  excellent  and  my  living 
quarters  adequate.  The  m^en 
were  without  a  permanent 
priest  for  several  months  and 
were  sure  happy  to  see  me!  It  is 
most  gratifying  to  know  that  I 
am  not  only  needed  but  wanted. 
There  is  nnich  to  be  done  and  I 
think  my  progress  will  ])e  slow. 
So,  feeling  that  this  is  God's 
will,  I  know  I  shall  be  happy. 

It  was  good  to  hear  from  th*> 
old  friends  and  to  learn  that  all 
goes  well  in  "House  Number 
One."  I  refer  to  it  as  "Numbei 
One"  because  the  Japanese  call 
the  best  or  the  top  "Ichiban'* 
(itchy-ban)  or  "Number  One."' 
Anything  from  the  bottom  of 
the  barrel  they  call  "Juban" 
( jew-ban)   or  "Number  Ten."

J  T_J  E  was  no  hirelinj:;  but  a 
'  *-  ■■•  shepherd  and  though  lie 
Were  holy  and  virtuous,  he  was 
hot  pitiless  to  sinful  men,  nor 
cold  nor  haughty  of  speech,  hut 
both  discreet  and  benign  in  his 

idling;  to  draw  folk  up  to 
heaven  by  his  fair  life  and  good 
pxaniple,  this  was  his  prayer. 
There  was  nowhere  a  priest  bet- 
ter than  he.  He  looked  for  no 
pomp  and  reverence.  The  teach- 
ing of  Christ  and  His  apostles  he 
;aught,  and  first  he  followed  it 
limself." 

The  above  eulogy  appeared  in 
he  form  of  the  dedication  in 
the  McDonnell  Memorial  Hijili 
School,  Chippewa  Falls,  Wis., 
Yearbook  "The  Iris"  for  1935. 
There  is  not  an  extravagant  ad- 
jective in  the  entire  passage,  we 
inow.  We  may  add,  though, 
what  his  devoted  parishioners 
could  not  know  about  Father 
McGurk.  He  was  the  most 
■harming  of  men,  the  most  gen- 
ie of  pastors,  the  most  edifying 
)f  confreres.  His  regularity  gave 
ourage  to  young  confreres,  his 
disposition  comfort,  his  humil- 
ity confidence.  He  was  one  of 
the  most  universally  loved  con- 
freres in  the  Congregation  and 
lis  passing  caused  a  real  pain  of 
loss  in  many  hearts. 

Born  September  1,  1873,  in 
County    Derry,    Ireland,    James 


FATHER  McGURK 


McGurk  m  a  d  e  his  primary 
studies  in  the  public  schools  and 
brilliant  professional  studies  at 
Blackrock  College,  1891-1893. 
where  he  also  left  a  living  mem- 
orial of  football  prowess  for 
many  succeeding  generations. 

James  McGurk  made  his  novi- 
tiate in  1893  and  served  as  pre-

feet  at  Rathniines  1894-95  and 
at  Rockwell  1895-98. 

He  made  his  profession  in  the 
Congregation  at  Grignon, 
France,  on  Octoher  3,  1899  and 
his  philosojihical  and  theolog- 
ical studies  at  Chevilly,  1899- 
1903.  At  Chevilly  also  he  com- 
pleted his  religious  and  sacer- 
datal  cycle:  suhdiaconate  and 
diaconate,  1902;  priesthood,  Oc- 
toher 28,  1902;  perpetual  vows, 
July  3,  1903;  Apostolic  Conse- 
cration, July  11,  1903. 

Father  McGURK'S  first  ap- 
pointment was  to  the  faculty  of 
Rockwell  College  in  1903.  In  the 
following  year  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Irish  Province's  Mission- 
ary Band  on  whicli  he  served 
until  1902  when  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Missionary  Band 
of  the  Province  of  the  United 
States. 

In  1917,  Father  McGurk  was 
appointed  to  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  in  1920  to  Isle  Brevelle,  La. 
Later  in  1920,  Father  McGurk 
was  made  pastor  at  Notre  Dame, 
Chippewa  Falls,  Wis. 

Father  McGurk  left  an  indel- 
ihle  record  in  the  religious,  cul- 
tural, social  and  economic  liis- 
tory  of  hoth  the  parish  and  the 
civic  comnuinity  of  Chippewa 
Falls.  Shortly  after  his  arrival, 
he  removed  the  standing  deht  of 
$10,000  and  hy  1925  had  erected 
and  furnisheci  the  grade  school 
hiiihling  at  a  cost  of  $105,000. 
In    1931,  he  hiiilt  a  new  rectory 

and  improved  the  property  at 


cost  of  $20,000.  During  the  fo] 
lowing  years,  improvements  ii 
the  parish  schools,  convent  an< 
rectory  amounted  to  $10,000 

During  these  fruitful  pastora 
years,  Father  McGurk's  staturt 
as  a  scholar,  educator  and  phil 
oso])her  grew  apace  and  he  cam< 
to  he  widely  known  as  an  aui 
thority  on  the  great  work  of  the 
poet  Dante.  Only  a  man  of  trud 
interior  peace  could  have  car 
ried  the  seemingly  mutualljl 
exclusive  qualities  of  pastor  an^ 
pedagogue  with  the  easy  grac 
with  whicli  he  disarmed  the  bil 
terest  skeptics. 

In  1939,  Father  McGurk  was; 
appointed  pastor  at  Holy  GhostJ 
Opelousas,  La.,  Jnit  the  long 
fight  was  heginning  to  slow  tiie 
robust  frame  of  the  seemingly 
tireless  body,  and  in  1941  he 
went  to  Cornwells.  The  six  years' 
he  spent  there  will  not  soon  pass 
from  the  memories  of  scholas- 
tics and  confreres.  He  amazed 
his  confreres  by  his  sunny  dis- 
position, his  capacity  for  work 
( in  1944-45  he  carried  more 
class  hours  than  any  of  the  other 
younger  confreres!)  and  his 
patriarchal  influence  on  the 
scholastics.  His  peaceful,  unob- 
trusive zeal  made  a  lasting  im- 
pression on  all  and  he  came 
to  be  universally  beloved  by  all 
at  Cornwells  and  to  the  priests 
and  parishioners  at  St.  Mark's, 
Bristol,  Pa.,  where  he  celebrated 
a  two     Masses     each     S  u  n  d  a  y. 
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preached  at  each  and  heard  con- 
fessions hefore  and  after  his 
Masses. 

In  1947,  at  the  ajje  of  74,  he 
was  finally  persuaded  that  he 
had  fought  the  good  fight  and 
should  spend  his  last  days  in  the 
serenity  of  the  community  at 
Rock  Castle,  Virginia.  Here  also 
his  very  presence  acted  as  a 
hlessing  on  hoth  faculty  and  stu- 
dents. On  October  28,  1952,  he 
celebrated  the  Golden  Jubilee 
of  his  ordination  in  tlie  Acad- 
emy Chapel. 

Late  in  1953  a  gangrenous  in- 
fection necessitated  the  amputa- 
tion of  one  of  Father  McGurk''s 
legs  but  his  hardy  constitution 
quickly  restored  him  to  the 
community  and  he  remained  in 


good  health  and  spirits  until 
late  in  the  fall  of  1954  when  he 
suddenly  began  to  fail  seriously. 

He  was  moved  to  the  infirm- 
ary at  St.  Joseph's  House  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.  The  Sisters  who 
cared  for  him  remarked  tliat 
they  were  attending  a  saint  for 
Father  McGurk  never  complain- 
ed but  only  said  that  he  felt 
weak  and  tired.  The  end  came 
without  warning  on  December 
2,  1954. 

Very  Rev.  Father  Provincial 
celebrated  tlie  Solemn  Mass  at 
Conn  wells  Heights  on  Decem- 
Jier  6  and  Father  Jolin  McClade 
preached  the  sermon.  Interment 
followed  in  the  community 
cemeterv.  R.  I.  P. 


Scholastic  Dies  in  New  York 


ON  January  6,  Francis  A. 
Biennis,  scholastic  in  his 
fifth  year  at  Holy  Ghost  Mis- 
sionary College,  Corn  wells 
Heights,  Pa.,  died  at  his  home 
in  North  Pelham,  N.  Y.  He 
was  a  victim  of  leukemia. 

Born  in  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y., 
in  1936,  Mr.  Biennis  was  gradu- 
ated from  Sacred  Heart  Paro- 
chial School  there  in  1950  and 
entered  Cornwells  the  same 
year.  Stricken  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation  of  1954,  he  could 


not  resume  his  studies  in  the 
fall.  Father  Francis  Curtin,  di- 
rector of  scholastics  at  Corn- 
wells,  received  Mr.  Blenniss' 
temporary  vows  in  the  Congre- 
gation on  his  deathbed. 

A  Requiem  Mass  was  cele- 
lirated  at  St.  Catherine's 
Church,  Pelham,  on  January  7 
and  burial  was  in  the  commun- 
ity cemetery  at  Ferndale  on 
January  8.  Mr.  Blenniss  is  sur- 
vived by  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  J.  Blenniss,  and  a 
sister,  Mrs.  Anne  Bialy.

Dormitories  at  Ann  Arbor 

by  John  Skaj 


IN  the  four  years  that  our 
Holy  Ghost  Fathers  Mission 
Seminary  has  heen  in  existence, 
many  changes  have  heen  made 
in  many  different  parts  of  the 
])uiklings.  One  of  the  greatest 
of  these  has  heen  in  the  dormi- 
tory section. 

Our  lodgings  and  quarters  for 
community  exercises  were  in 
temporary  quarters  in  Septem- 
her  1951.  Our  first  dorm  was 
the  present  recreation  hall,  for- 
merly a  private  home.  Our  heds 
were  small  iron-cots  closely  as- 
semhled  to  provide  enough 
room  for  the  nineteen  of  vis  that 
hegan  that  year. 

There  was  only  one  regular 
hathroom  ahout  the  size  of  a 
])athroom  in  an  average  home, 
I  one  shower,  sink  and  stool. 
There  was  also  a  semi-hath. 
Each  hoy  had  a  private  wash- 
hasin  for  morning  ablutions. 

Our  director,  Father  Reardon, 


lived  with  us  under  the  same 
conditions.  He  slept  in  an  iron 
bed  and  shared  the  many  other 
inconveniences  with  us  and  his 
life  at  first  was  not  much  more 
pleasant. 

i  ROGRESS  was  being  made  on 
the  buildings  and  before  long 
we  were  permitted  to  move  into 
our  new,  tile-floored  dormi- 
tories, even  though  they  were 
not  yet  completed.  We  liked 
the  private  lockers  most,  at  first. 
But  the  new  dorms  still  lack- 
ed four  things:  lights,  heating 
system,  proper  lavatory  facili- 
ties and  partitions.  There  was 
only  one  light  bulb  at  one  end 
of  the  dorm  hooked  up  for  us 
and  that  wasn't  very  much  for  a 
whole  dormitory.  For  heat  we 
had  an  old  oil  burner  rigged  up 
at  one  end  of  the  room.  We 
still  had  to  use  the  lavatory  in 
the  old  dorm  across  the  yard — 
even  at  night! 
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During  Christmas  vacation, 
the  lights,  heating  system,  lava- 
tories and  partitions  were  in- 
stalled and  our  privacy  was  at 
last  estahlished. 

For  the  next  couple  of  years, 
everything  remained  much  the 
same.  But  the  school  was  grow- 
ing and  soon  three  more  dormi- 
tory-wings were  huilt  complete 
with  lavatory,  locker  room  and 
extra  room  for  a  priest.  At  the 
suggestion  of  His  Eminence 
Cardinal  Mooney  of  Detroit, 
huilt-in  heds  were  installed  in 
the  new  dorms. 

Tlie  new  heds  have  inner- 
spring  mattresses  and  two  very 
spacious  drawers  huilt-in  be- 
neath the  bed.  The  new  lockers 
are  higher  and  wider  and  eacli 
boy     can     put     everything     he 


needs  into  the  locker  and 
drawers. 

With  the  three  new  wings 
and  equipped  in  modern  style, 
the  two  older  wings  appeared 
somehow  inadequate  now- — es- 
pecially the  old  iron-cots.  So 
Father  Weigand  with  his  great 
talent  for  cabinet-making,  soon 
solved  tlie  problem.  Within 
eight  weeks  time  last  summer 
he  bought  the  materials  and 
fashioned  built-in  beds  to  re- 
place all  the  iron-cots  in  the 
older  dormitories. 

Now  all  four  dorms  are  alike. 
They  are  perfectly  constructed 
and  furnished.  I  have  visited  in 
different  boarding  schools  but 
none  seems  to  have  the  comfort 
and  privacy  that  exists  in  our 
dormitories.  ( Condensed  from

Duquesne's  Great  New  Book 


Truth  and  Freedom,  by  Louis  De  Raey- 
maeker  and  other  professors  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Louvain,  translated  by  the 
Reverend  Henry  J.  Koren,  C.S.Sp.,  Du- 
quesne  Studies,  Philosophical  Series  Num- 
ber 5,  1954,  133  pages.

IN  1947,  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower,  then  President  of 
Cohunliia  University,  requested 
Louvain  University  to  present  a 
statement  of  its  concept  of 
''Man's  Right  to  Knowledge  and 
tlie  Free  Use  Thereof." 

The  seven  essays  prepared  hy 
outstanding  professors  of  this 
renowned  Catholic  university 
were  so  excellent  that  Father 
Henry  Koren,  C.S.Sp.,  chairman 
of  the  department  of  philoso- 
phy at  Duquesne  University,  un- 
dertook their  English  transla- 
tin  during  the  summer  of  1954. 
The  essays  consider  the  free- 
dom of  scientific  research  and 
expression  in  relationship  to 
truth,  first  in  general  according 
to  the  traditions  of  the  vener- 
!  able  Louvain  University,  and 
then  in  particular  from  the 
viewpoints  of  philosophy,  psy- 
chology, history,  socialogy,  phy- 
sical science  and  literature.

The  brilliant  professors  of 
Louvain  University  have  indeed 
given  us  a  monumental  work, 
filled  with  much  fruit  for 
thought.  The  scholar,  the  inter- 
ested layman  and  the  general 
reader  will  find  Truth  and 
Freedom  informative  and  satis- 
fying. 

The  book  is  illuminated 
throughout  by  the  living  spirit 
of  the  modern  Louvain  —  Cardi- 
nal Mercier,  Belgium's  hero  of 
World  War  I.  This  great  prelate, 
philosopher  and  patriot  v/as  the 
inspiration  of  much  modern  phil- 
osophical thinking.  The  Holy 
Fathers'  Duquesne  University  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  honored  him 
with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  in  1919  when  he  toured 
the  United  States  to  seek  relief 
for  his  stricken  country. 

Father  Koren  deserves  our 
commendation  and  our  grati- 
tude for  bringing  this  work  to 
us.

Do  all  the  good  God  inspires 
you  to  do,  but  don't  use  this 
knowledge  and  experience  as 
the  basis  of  your  direction  of 
souls  —  and  don't  use  the  tone 
of  a  pompous  professor  in 
speaking  to  them. 

Avoid  personalities;  be  ob- 
jective. Study  particular  cases 
and  the  way  God  conducts  souls 
because  they  cannot  be  exactly 
like  you.  When  you  meet  re- 
sistance, stop;  follow  grc^e  and 
never  anticipate   it. 

Be  humble,  gentle  and  ten- 
der with  all.  Always  remember 
you  are  a  poor  man  and  maybe 
the  lowliest  of  all.  Don't  de- 
mand too  much  at  once  of  ac- 
tive souls.  You  will  do  well  to 
have  them  slow  up  just  a  little, 
make  an  occasional  attempt  at 
the  interior  life  by  some  morti- 
fication of  the  imagination,  say 
frequent  ejaculations  or  the  like 
and  in  general  live  a  more  in- 
terior life  and  give  up  dissipat- 
ing external  activities.

Fire   Destroys  Rectory 

by  Father  Alphonse  J.  Favre 


(The  following  letter  was  writ- 
ten at  the  request  of  the  editor 
of  OUR  PROVINCE.  It  is  hoped 
that  confreres  will  come  to  the 
aid  of  the  stricken  community 
in  whatever  manner  they  can 
afford. ) 

THANKS  for  your  kind  in- 
terest in  our  rectory  fire  of 
DecemJier  29,  and  our  predica- 
ment, camping  in  the  spare  class 
room. 

Fortunately  our  new  school 
is  large  enougli  to  accommodate 
the  temporary  ''Rectory,"  The 
good  Sisters  made  stage  curtains 
available  to  partition  off  space 
for  the  priests"  quarters  and 
"■parlor."  Most  of  tlie  rectory 
contents  that  were  saved  after 
doses  of  smoke,  water  and  rough 
treatment,  still  clutter  up  near- 
ly all  available  corners.  Some 
are  at  the  Convent  and  even  at 
the    neighbors. 

The  fire  evidently  started 
from  the  ancient  electric  wiring 
and  smoldered  for  hours  be- 
tween walls  and  floors  before 
lireaking  out  into  the  open.  The 
sub-zero  cold,  low  water  pres- 
sure, and  darkness  hampered 
activities.  All  important  church 


records  were  saved,  eventually 
discovered,  some  at  the  Con 
vent,  some  in  school,  others  all 
the  corner  butchershop,  anc 
the  other-corner  grocery  store 
I  managed  to  get  out  of  m\ 
fire-fighting  clothes  the  next 
afternoon  when  I  found  one 
complete  suit  at  Matt  Beau-i 
doin's  l)utchershop.

•ontents  were  in  perfect  condi- 
tion without  electricity. 

Our  first  Sunday  Bulletin 
opy  after  the  fire  was  scrihhled 
jn  wrapping  paper,  and  we 
noted  how  "this  was  a  good 
^reparation  for  death,  to  have 
everything,  including  the  nice 
;hings  of  Christmas,  presents, 
nail  and  all,  suddenly  torn  out 
»f  your  reach."  Mucli  kindness 
ind  consideration  was  shown 
o  us. 

Our  new  Convent  was  to  he 
completed  only  next  summer, 
but  since  the  fire,  volunteer 
work  has  made  it  possible  now 
to  plan  for  the  Sisters  to  move 
[in  al)out  six  weeks  from  now. 
Then  we  will  move  into  the  old 
Convent.  Hope  our  weather  will 
pien  rise  well  aliove  our  usual 
sub-zero  of  these  days.  Most  of 
our  belongings  have  lieen  re- 
covered although  many  of  them 
are  still  heaped  on  the  gym- 
nasium floor.

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African  Priest  Dies

(Kilimanjaro  News,  Feb.    1955) 


0>  Sunday  the  12tli  of  Sep- 
tember, Bishop  Byrne 
blessed  the  cornerstone  of  the 
new  church  at  Marangu,  which 
is  entrusted  to  three  African 
priests.  The  present  cliurch  is 
too  small  to  accommodate  the 
7.000  Catholics  and  growing 
congregation.  The  church  is 
being  built  of  reinforced  con- 
crete pillars  and  of  concrete 
blocks  and  will  accommodate 
1,500  Africans. 

The  Catholics  have  joined  in 
the  building  of  the  church  by 
bringing  all  the  stones  and  sand. 
1  attended  the  ceremonies  at 
Marangu.  I  remained  overnight 
in  Marangu  with  the  African 
priests  and  on  Monday  visited 
the  Middle  School.  In  the  after- 
noon I  went  to  Rombo  and 
Mashati  and  to  Useri  to  visit 
all   the  schools. 

On  Wednesday  morning  at 
Useri,  just  as  I  was  to  begin 
Mass,  Father  Murphy  of  Rombo 
Mission  brought  the  sad  news 
that  Father  Thaddaeus  Matan- 
da,  an  African  priest  of  Ma- 
rangu Mission  had  died  and 
was  being  buried  at  10  A.  M. 
I  said  Mass  and  hurried  to 
Marangu. 

The    death    of    Father    Thad- 
daeus  was  tragic.    He   was   not 


present  at  the  blessing  of  the 
cornerstone  on  Sunday,  and  he 
was  away  somewhere  in  the  Kili- 
manjaro forest,  climbing  the 
mountain.  An  Italian  priest 
from  Florence  came  out  to 
climb  the  Kilimanjaro  Moun- 
tain. At  the  Kibo  Hotel  he 
heard  of  Marangu  Mission  and 
went  there  to  spend  the  night 
with  the  African  priests.  He 
told  them  of  his  plans  to  climb 
Kilimanjaro.  Father  Thaddaeus 
offered  to  go  with  him. 

The  usual  time  to  climb  the 
Kilimanjaro  Mountain  is  five 
days:  three  days  in  slow  stages 
to  the  top  and  then  two  days  to 
descend.  However  the  two  Fa- 
thers did  2  days  climbing  in 
one  day  —  this  was  on  Friday, 
the  10th  of  September.  On  Sat- 
urday they  climbed  to  the  last 
hut,  prior  to  climbing  to  the 
top. 

Father  Thaddaeus  fell  sick 
and  was  unable  to  continue. 
He  remained  at  Kibo  Hut  while 
the  Italian  priest  continued  the 
climb  to  the  top  of  Kilimanjaro. 
He  climbed  all  day  Saturday, 
through  the  night  and  then  re- 
turned to  Kibo  Hut  on  Sunday 
morning,  when  he  said  Holy 
Mass  and  gave  Father  Thad- 
daeus Holy  Communion. 
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I  Father  Thaddaeus  was  still 
weak  and  unal)le  to  continue 
the  safari.  The  Italian  priest, 
thinking  Father  Thaddaeus  was 
all  right  hut  weak,  left  him  at 
the  Hut  and  continued  his  de- 
scent to  the  Kiho  Hotel,  then 
went  to  Moshi  to  get  a  hus  to 
Nairohi  and  a  plane  to  Italy. 

In  the  meantime.  Father 
Thaddaeus  tried  to  descend  the 
mountain,  hut  he  collapsed  on 
the  way  down.  He  had  moun- 
tain sickness;  he  vomited,  had 
diarrhea  and  could  not  go  on. 
He  was  then  in  the  forest — ex- 
posed to  the  cold  and  dampness. 
He  sent  a  porter  to  call  a  priest 
and  help,  ])ut  these  arrived  too 
late. 

After  heing  exposed  all  night 
to  the  hitter  cold,  he  died  at 
6  A.  M.  on  Tuesday,  liefore  any 


assistance  could  reach  him. 
Father  Thaddaeus  knew  he  was 
going  to  die  and  prayed  all  day. 
His  worry  was  for  others  who 
were  to  carry  his  hody  down 
through  the  forest  to  the  mis- 
sion. 

His  hody  was  hrought  to  Ma- 
rangu  Mission  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon. On  Wednesday,  Bishop 
Byrne  pontificated  at  the  10 
A.  M.  Mass.  An  immense  con- 
gregation of  Africans  attended 
the  Mass.  After  Mass  the  hody 
was  transferred  to  Kishimundu 
Mission,  at  his  own  request  be- 
fore dying,  to  he  buried  in  his 
mission  of  origin. 

His  untimely  death  is  a  sad 
loss  to  the  diocese  and  the 
African  clergy.  He  was  the  first 
African  priest — now  numbering 
20— in  the  diocese.    R.  I.  P.

'  But  the  victim  of  a  crazily 
jouncing  horseshoe  one  gray 
December  1932  afternoon  in  the 
aovitiate  at  Ridgefield,  Conn., 
:"ame  l)ack  from  that  obscruity 
ihrough  twenty  years  of  pain 
^nd  heartbreak  to  reach  his 
aoal  of  priesthood  in  the  Con- 
gregation. He  lived  to  offer  the 
floly  Sacrifice  for  little  more 
than  two  years  but  even  once 
^ould  have  been  worth  it  to 
him — and  to  his  God. 
i  For  most  of  us  for  whom  the 
priesthood  came  much  easier 
and  quicker,  the  example  of 
Father  McGrath's  bright  vision 
through  so  many  years  of  dis- 
appointment, can  serve  as  a  fre- 
quent meditation  on  the  fruit 
of  longanimity  and  the  tran- 
scendingly  noble  character  of 
a  dignity  we  sometimes  wear 
lightly. 

Robert  Michael  McCrath 
was  born  in  Collingwood,  Ohio, 
on  December  31.  1899.  He  made 
his     primarly     studies     in     the

parochial  schools  of  the  parishes 
of  St.  Vincent  and  St.  Ignatius 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  his  sec- 
ondary schooling  at  St.  Ignatius. 
Before  going  to  our  novitiate  in 
June  of  1932,  he  finished  his 
humanities  course  at  St.  Charles 
Seminary,    Baltimore,    Md. 

When  our  class  arrived  at  the 
novitiate  in  July  we  found  this 
addition  to  our  number  alreadv 
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adjusted  to  Holy  Ghost  life.  He 
was  somewhat  helow  average  in 
height  hut  stocky  and  strong, 
with  a  vigorous  gait,  a  great  Jiig 
sunny  smile,  a  hearty,  Jjluff 
sense  of  humor  and  almost  an 
appetite  for  hard  work.  His 
hohhy  had  heen  gardening  and 
he  had  a  way  with  plants  and 
flowers. 

He  was  a  "natural"  as  a  first 
auxiliary  hut  his  swift,  untiring 
pace  as  lie  led  us  on  our  semi- 
weekly  hikes  over  those  long 
Connecticut  roads  added  noth- 
ing to  his  popularity.  We  liked 
the  hasehall  or  foothall  after- 
noons hetter. 

A  wildly-houncing  horseshoe 
one  cold,  gray  afternoon  in  De- 
cemher  changed  everything.  It 
had  heen  just  another  game  and 
just  another  inept  toss  hy  an 
amateur  horseshoe  player.  The 
liorseslioe  came  h  u  r  t  1  i  n  (^ 
through  the  air,  hit  the  frozen 
ground  on  one  of  its  points  and 
caromed  off  Boh's  ankle.  An  in- 
fection of  the  Jione  developed 
within  a  few  days.  An  opera- 
tion  followed. 

A  series  of  unfortunate  acci- 
dents and  ailments  filled  the 
next  six  months  of  Bob's  novi- 
tiate life.  When  he  was  pro- 
fessed on  June-  12,  1933,  his 
hahit  covered  a  hody  l)urning 
from  head  to  toe  with  the  heat 
of  a  rose-fever  rash.  He  had 
l)een  living  for  weeks  in  a  world 
dominated     hy     the    color    and 


scent  of  calamine  and  potasium 
permanganate. 

The  fever  seemed  on  the 
wane  in  the  first  months  of  life 
in  Ferndale,  hut  the  recovery 
was  simply  a  mask  for  a  shift 
in  the  movement  of  the  rash.  It 
settled  in  his  throat  and  bron- 
chial tubes.  The  pain  of  in- 
flamed areas  got  no  relief  from 
the  prescribed  treatment:  a  vig- 
orous rubbing  into  the  affected 
areas  of  a  Mexican  bean  oil. 

Bob's  personal  reaction  to  all 
of  this  was  exemplary.  It  turned 
his  hearty  humor  slightly  sharp, 
it  is  true,  Jjut  never  dimmed  his 
vision.  He  never  spoke  of  re- 
turning to  the  world.  He  kept 
at  his  studies  and  even  seemed 
to  improve  slowly. 

In  January  of  1934,  at  a  play 
rehearsal  in  which  Bob  had  a 
part,  a  bit  of  backstage  high 
spirits  sent  him  hurtling  against 
the  edge  of  a  radiator  and  re- 
sulted in  a  paralyzing  spine 
injury. 

That  was  it.  That  was  the 
stroke  that  seemed  to  climax 
more  than  a  year  of  successive 
misfortunes.  Infirmaries  and 
hospitals  were  his  scholasticate 
lor  the  next   three  years. 

Studies  were  out  of  the  ques- 
tion but  Bob,  walking  painfully 
with  the  aid  of  a  cane  refused 
to  give  uj).  He  renewed  his 
vows  in  1936,  1939,  1942  and 
1943,  made  his  perpetual  vows 
in   1946  and  lielped  out  in  the 
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loffices  of  the  prep  school  at 
Diiqiiesne  University,  of  the 
Archconfraternity  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  at  Cornwclls  Heights, 
and  of  St.  Joseph's  House  in 
Philadelpliia  in  the  years  1986- 
1949. 

As  a  result  of  Fatlier  John  Me- 
Ghule's  encouragement  and  the 
aid  of  a  Pliiladel})hia  neurolo- 
gist, Bol)  returned  to  Ferndale 
in  1949  to  resume  his  studies. 
He  was  ordained  to  the  suhdia- 
conate  on  March  14,  to  the  dia- 
conate  on  March  15  and  to  the 
priesthood  on  June  6,  1952.  He 
made  his  apostolic  Consecration 
on  June   14,    1953  and   was   re- 


a})pointed  to  St.  Josepli's  House. 
Tliough  Father  McGrath  re- 
covered sufficiently  to  walk  un- 
assisted, tiiough  with  a  pro- 
nounced limp,  he  never  re- 
gained liis  full  strength.  His 
duties  in  the  office,  however, 
made  no  great  demands  upon 
his  legs  or  his  strength  hut  his 
sudden  death  Decend)er  16  came 
as  a  complete  surprise.  Father 
McGlade  had  gone  to  his  room 
to  call  him  for  his  scheduled 
Mass  and  found  him  dead  in 
hed  of  a  heart  attack.  It  was 
poetic  justice  that  the  little  man 
who  had  gone  through  so  much 
pain  in  life  should  have  the 
hlessing  of  a  peaceful  death.

Dear  Father  McGlynn: 

During  my  recent  visit  to 
'Japan  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  a  priest  from  your 
community.

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Vocations  Falling  Behind 


(Register,  March   13,  1955) 


"The  materialistic  and  seciilaristic 
spirit  permeating  life,  and  affect- 
ing; parents  as  well  as  youth,  is  hlamed 
by  religious  and  ecclesiastical  super- 
iors as  the  chief  hindrance  to  priest- 
hood vocations  today. 

A  national  survey  by  this  news- 
paper brought  such  variations  as  the 
following  in  answer  to  the  question: 
■'What  do  you  find  the  chief  hindrance 
today  to  religious  vocations?": 

'The  perennial  problem  of  mate- 
rial secular  values  obscuring  spiritual 
ones,"  "parental  opposition  (because 
of  their  secular  values),"  "indecision 
or  lack  of  courage,"  "misunderstand- 
ing of  the  real  significance  and  mean- 
ing of  a  religious  vocation,"  and  "our 
American  materialistic  philosophy  of 
life." 

One  religious  superior  asserts: 
With  hiuidreds  of  fields  'bargaining' 
for  the  interest  of  youth,  there  must 
be  more  publicity  for  the  vocation  of 
the  priesthood,  a  more  forceful  pres- 
entation of  the  priest's  life  and  work." 

And  vocations  to  the  priesthood 
definitely  are  not  keeping  pace  with 
the  growth  in  Catholic  population  in 
the  U.  S.  They  are,  in  fact,  falling 
behind. 

Fl\;URES  in  the  Official  Catholic 
Directory  of  the  year  1954  shows  28,- 
611  diocesan  priests  and  16,840  re- 
ligious priests,  a  total  of  45,451.  The 
Directory  for  1953  lists  28,386  dio- 
cesan priests  and  16,836  religious 
priests,  a  total  of  45,222.  This  repre- 
sents a  gain  of  229  priests  in  the  year, 
or  .51  per  cent.  In  the  same  period 
the  Catholic  population  rose  1,223,409 
to   31,648,424,   or  4.02   per  cent,  eight 


times  the  rate  of  increase   in  number 
of  priests. 

Figures  on  students  for  the  priest- 
hood present  an  even  darker  picture. 
The  Directory  for  1954  lists  15,048  stu- 
dents for  the  diocesan  priesthood,  a 
drop  of  386  from  figures  given  in  1953. 
There  were  18,400  students  for  the 
religious  priesthood  in  1954,  an  in- 
crease of  1,142.  The  33,448  students 
for  the  priesthood  in  1954  are  an  in- 
crease of  756  over  the  total  of  32,692 
in  1953,  or  2.31  per  cent. 

Most  of  the  religious  superiors  who 
responded  to  the  poll  noted  that  the 
number  of  vocations  received  by  them 
in  the  past  year  was  a  slight  increase. 
In  the  overall  picture,  however,  they 
declared  that,  although  vocations  to 
the  priesthood  seem  to  be  mounting, 
they  are  not  increasing  nearly  enough 
to  keep  pace  with  the  phenomenal 
growth  of  Catholic  population  and  in- 
stitutions. 

As  a  means  of  increasing  vocations, 
all  stress  prayer  and  publicity.  A 
Provincial  of  a  religious  community 
who  received  120  candidates  for  the 
priesthood  and  20  for  the  lay  brother- 
hood in  the  past  year,  a  number  "def- 
initely above  the  average  of  the  past 
10  years,"  declares  that  "youth  and 
parents  must  be  educated  and  inspired 
concerning  the  real  meaning  of  the 
priestly  and  religious  life  as  the  log- 
ical crown  and  flowering  of  the  Chris- 
tian life  itself.  They  must  likewise  be 
instructed  on  the  practical  points: 
The  signs  and  requirements  of  a  voca- 
tion, the  cost  of  education,  the  vari- 
ous kinds  of  work  done  by  priests  and 
religious,  how  to  go  about  entering, 
etc."

K  MISSION  News  reports  that 
iVi  in  1954  the  total  nuniljer 
jf  paid  suhscriptions  was  2734. 
[n  addition  there  were  584 
copies  sent  out  at  Jjulk  rate 
Monthly. 

As  of  March  31,  1955,  the 
:otal  numher  of  paid  suhscrip- 
ions  had  risen  to  2844  and  the 
3ulk  mailings  to  792.  Anticipat- 
ing renewals  to  continue  pro- 
portionately throughout  the  re- 
maining seven  months  of  puh- 
lication  for  the  year  and  expect- 
ing new  subscriptions  to  follow 
IS  a  result  of  continuing  pro- 
notions,  the  total  paid  suhscrip- 
tions should  reach  the  4000 
11  ark. 

Total  income  resulting  from 
subscriptions  and  appeals  print- 
ed cannot  be  accurately  com- 
puted because  many  readers 
give  no  clue  to  the  source  of 
heir  donations.  However,  a  total 
jf  $9300  was  sent  to  the  office 
jf  Mission  News,  and  the  Mis- 
don  Procuratop  reports  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  funds 
For  the  Adoption  of  a  Semi- 
narian, the  Holy  Ghost  Mission 
League  and  undesignated  dona- 
tions. The  Archconfraternity  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  also  reports  a 
considerable  increase  in  mem- 
berships following  on  the  fea- 
turing of  Devotion  to  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  Mission  News  pages. 


OOME  persons  have  difficulty 
reconciling  a  charge  for  Mission 
News  to  people  who  have  joined 
the  Holy  Ghost  Mission  League 
or  who  have  made  donations  to 
the  missions.  They  ought  to  be 
instructed  that  a  $1  annual  or  a 
$10  perpetual  membership  to 
the  League  cannot  be  construed 
as  Mission  News  title  because 
the  cost  defeats  the  purpose  of 
the  League.  Until  Mission  News 
can  be  printed  in  much  greater 
volume,  the  total  cost  of  publi- 
cation runs  more  than  $1  per 
suliscription  annually.  Mary- 
knoll,  for  instance  with  a  print 
order  of  300,000,  nets  40  cents 
on  every  dollar!

Mother  Katharine  Drexel 

(Standard  and  Times,  March  4,  1944) 


REVEREND  Mother  M. 
Katharine  Drexel,  Found- 
ress and  first  Superior  General 
of  the  Sisters  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  for  Indians  and  Col- 
ored People,  died  March  3  at 
the  community's  motherhouse 
in  Cornwells  Heights. 

Known  nation-wide  for  her 
great  work  on  behalf  of  the 
Indian  and  Negro  Catholic  Mis- 
sions, she  was  equally  well 
known    for     having     fiiven    her 


great  family  fortune  to  the  fi- 
nancial support  of  this  work. 

At  an  early  age  she  became 
interested  in  the  Indian  and 
Negro  Missions.  She  visited  In- 
dian settlements  in  the  West 
and  for  several  years,  before 
entering  the  religious  life,  serv- 
ed in  the  capacity  of  a  lay  mis- 
sionary. 

The  Congregation  of  the  Sis- 
ters of  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
was      founded      by       Reverend 
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Cornwells   Phofo   Club 
Exhibit   of   the   Sisters   of   the    Blessed    Sacrament    at    recent   Cornwells    Mission    Exhibit. 


Mother  M.  Katharine  in  the 
archdiocese  of  Philadelphia  in 
1891,  for  the  evangelization  of 
the  Indians  and  Colored  People. 

S  EVERAL  years  prior  to  that 
date,  the  Sovereign  Pontiff, 
Pope  Leo  XIII,  in  a  private 
audience  at  the  Vatican,  had 
addressed  to  the  future  Found- 
ress the  inspiring  words  which 
proved  the  decisive  factor  in 
her  vocation.  If  no  community 
was    at    hand    for    this    s[)ecial 


missionary  work,  the  Holy 
Father  said,  she  should  found  a 
new  community. 

The  interest  of  His  Holiness 
did  not  end  there,  for  on  July 
16,  1890,  the  Holy  Father  gave 
His  Apostolic  Blessing  to  Sister 
Mary  Katharine,  then  a  novice 
in  the  Novitiate  of  the  Sisters 
of  Mercy,  Pittshurgh,  and  to  the 
companions  who  had  offered 
themselves  to  lie  memhers  of 
the  new  community.    The  Rule 
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of  the  Congregation  received 
the  Decree  of  Final  Approha- 
tion  on  May  15,  1913. 

Reverend  Mother  M.  Kath- 
arine was  the  second  daughter 
of  Francis  Anthony  Drexel, 
Catholic  philanthropist  of  Phil- 
a  delphia,  Novemljer  26,  1858. 
Her  mother  was  Hannah  Jane 
Langstrotli  Drexel  of  German- 
town,  who  died  when  her  infant 
daughter  was  five  weeks  old. 
Some  time  later  Mr.  Drexel 
married  Miss  Emma  Bouvier  of 
Philadelphia,  who  cared  for  his 
motherless  children  with  such 
devotedness  as  merited  for  her 
their  ardent  affection  and  life- 
long gratitude. 

In  Fehruary  1891,  Sister  Mary 
Katharine  made  her  religious 
profession  as  a  Sister  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  and  was  ap- 
pointed hy  the  Most  Reverend 
Archhishop  Ryan  of  Philadel- 
phia first  Superior  of  the  new 
Congregation. 

In  May  of  the  same  year  the 
little  hand  of  fourteen  left 
Pittshurgh  and  came  to  Phila- 
delphia where  ijn  the  old  sum- 
mer homestead  of  the  Drexel 
family  at  Torresdale,  the  first 
novitiate  of  their  community 
was  estahlished,  pending  the 
completion  of  the  Motherhouse 
at  Cornwells  Heights. 

Thereafter  the  life  and  labors 
of  Reverend  Mother  M.  Katha- 
rine and  the  thoroughly  organ-

ized  and  permanently  estah- 
lished institutions  which  are  a 
memorial  thereof,  are  eloquent 
tri])tue  to  her  complete  conse- 
cration of  herself  to  the  service 
of  Our  Lord  in  the  Blessed  Sac- 
rament, according  to  the  Rule 
of  her  Congregation,  "l)y  en- 
deavoring to  lead  the  Indian 
and  Colored  races  to  a  knowl- 
edge and  love  of  God  and  to 
make  of  them  living  temples  of 
Our  Lord's  Divinity. 

1  HE  Congregation  now  num- 
bers 501  Professed  Sisters.  The 
Motherhouse  at  Cornwells 
Heights,  Pennsylvania,  includes 
St.  Elizabeth's  Convent  where 
the  administrative  offices  of  the 
Congregation  are  located;  the 
Novitiate,  and  St.  Catherine's 
Hall,  a  Training  School  for 
teachers  destined  for  the  mis- 
sions among  the  Indians  and 
Colored  People.  Holy  Provi- 
dence House  and  Mercedes 
Hall,  a  home  and  school  for 
boys  and  girls  of  the  Colored 
race,  are  adjacent  to  the  con- 
vent buildings. 
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Following;;  the  opening  of  the 
Motherhouse  in  1892,  Reverend 
Mother  Katharine  carried  her 
missionary  enterprise  through- 
out the  country.  There  are  to- 
day 47  convents,  whence  the 
Sisters  staff  63  schools — 13  high 
schools,  49  elementary  schools, 
and  Xavier  University,  New  Or- 
leans, estahlished  exclusively  for 
memhers  of  tlie  colored  race; 
houses  of  Social  Service;  and  a 
house  of  studies  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  for  Sisters  attending  the 
Catholic  University  of  America. 

IN  addition  to  the  foregoing, 
some  21  country  schools  for 
colored  in  rural  parts  of  the 
South  owe  tlieir  existence  to 
Mother  Katharine's  zeal  and 
material  aid.  Some  of  tliese 
small  centers  of  Catholicity 
have  since  their  humble  begin- 
ning developed  into  thriving 
parishes  with  resident  priests, 
and  are  now  staffed  by  Sisters. 

Other  rural  schools  of  this 
group  are  taught  by  graduates 
of  Xavier  University,  New  Or- 
leans, and  are  supervised  by  Sis- 
ters of  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
stationed  in  New  Orleans  or  in 
New  Iberia,  Louisiana. 

Works  outside  of  tliose  con- 
ducted by  lier  own  Congrega- 
tion have  been  aided  by  Rev- 
erend   Motl)cr    Katharine    who. 


through  the  years  since  her 
father's  death  in  1885,  contrib- 
uted large  sums  toward  the 
erection  of  mission  buildings,, 
maintenance  of  mission  schools 
and  salaries  of  teachers  and 
catechists.  "'Almost  every  In- 
dian mission  has  shared  in  Rev- 
erend Mother  M.  Katharine's 
liberality  at  one  time  or  an- 
other," states  a  report  of  the 
Commission  for  Catholic  Mis- 
sions among  the  Colored  People 
and  Indians.  The  generous  aid 
thus  given  was  providential  in 
times  of  crisis  on  many  of  these 
missions  not  only  among  the 
Indians,  but  among  the  colored 
also,  of  the  United  States  and 
adjacent  islands.  Africa  and 
British  possessions. 

In  the  tympanum  over  the 
main  entrance  to  St.  Matthew's 
Cathedral,  in  the  nation's  Capi- 
tol, Mother  Katharine  is  repre- 
sented in  a  group  of  notable 
sons  and  daughters  of  the 
Churcli  in  the  United  States,  an 
honor  accorded  her  without  her 
knowledge  and  unknown  to  any 
member  of  her  community  un- 
til after  the  unveiling  of  the 
painting. 

The  Alliance  of  Catholic  Wom- 
en of  tlie  Archdiocese  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  the  si)ring  of  1952, 
before  an  assembly  of  some 
4,000  members,  named  Mother 
Katharine  as  the  recipient  of  a 
special  Award  as  to  "Philadel- 
phia's Great  Lady."

The  board  approved  a  peti- 
tion to  change  the  name  of  Mel- 
ville Colored  School  to  the 
Phyllis  Wheatly  School.  Phyllis 
Wheatly,  according  to  a  biogra- 
pliy  supplied,  was  a  slave  born 
in  Africa  who  was  brought  to 
Boston,    educated    herself,    and 


became    a    noted    poetess, 
died  in  1784. 

Also  authorized  was  the 
changing  of  the  name  of  Biegas 
colored  school  to  the  James 
Hyland  school,  in  honor  of 
the  late  Rev.  Father  Hyland, 
founder  and  first  pastor  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  Catholic  church 
here. 

The  board  did  not  act,  how- 
ever, on  a  petition  containing 
several  hundred  names  of  pa- 
trons of  the  Biegas  school, 
which  sought  to  have  tlie  school 
converted  into  a  full  high 
school.

were  displayed  as  the  arts  and 
crafts  of  Africa  unfolded  he- 
fore  us. 

Running  the  entii-e  length  of 
the  gymnasium  on  ])oth  sides 
were  pictures  of  the  HOL\ 
GHOST  FATHERS  in  ACTION 
in  Africa,  Puerto  Rico,  United 
States,  whether  in  mission  fields 
or  in  educational  circles.  Pray- 
er cards,  mission  literature,  sem- 
inary  information,    all   were    in 
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a  1)  u  11  d  a  n  ('  c  and  distriJ)Uted 
gratis. 

We  were  also  favored  with 
some  curios  of  the  United  States 
Indians.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Sisters  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  we  displayed  a  tur- 
ky-feathered  headdress  of  a 
Sioux  chief,  along  with  dolls 
of  the  Navajo  and  Sioux,  dress- 
ed in  trihal  costume.  A  wampum 
helt  interested  the  "small  fry," 
while  hand  emhroidery  of  ex- 
quisite and  consummate  skill 
kei>t  the  women  folk  enrap- 
tured. 

Another  feature  of  the  ex- 
hihit  was  the  display  of  photo- 
graphs taken,  and  enlarged  hy 
our  scholastics  in  their  own 
dark  room.  Photography  is 
coming  into  its  own  and  should 
he  a  helpful  advantage  in  pub- 
licity work  for  our  priests  of 
tomorrow. 

Although  the  exhibit  was 

open  all  afternoon,  the  program 
called  for  an  explanation  of  the 
:Mass  vestments  and  sacred  ves- 
isels,  handled  admirably  by  the 
i  scholastics.  At  3:00  oVlock  the 
technicolor  movies:  Kilimanjaro 
Mission,  was  shown  to  the  as- 
sembled guests,  bringing  into 
closer  connection  some  of  the 
very  objects  they  saw  earlier  on 


display,  fitted  into  the  native's 
way  of  life,  along  with  the 
Faith  and  its  growth  in  a  conti- 
nent that  had  long  been  known 
as  the  "White  Man's  Grave." 

Invited  also,  and  especially, 
were  the  members  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Vocation  Club,  headed 
Jn  Fathers  J.  W.  Loughlin  and 
F.  Wright.  We  pray  that  some 
spark  of  divine  charity  might 
be  enkindled  in  their  hearts  to 
enter  the  Congregation  for  con- 
tinued spread  of  the  Faith. 

The  exhibit  came  to  a  close 
with  Solemn  Benediction  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  at  5:00  P.M. 
All  expressed  great  praise  and 
satisfaction  for  an  interesting 
and  informative  afternoon.  We 
have  the  "Guest  Book"  on  file 
as  our  token  of  appreciation  to 
them.  All  in  all,  our  four 
months'  of  preparation  were 
not  in  vain;  rather  it  served  as 
a  stimulus  to  prepare  for  great- 
er labor  in  the  missions,  in  our 
own  due  time,  as  well  as  to  ap- 
preciate the  labors  and  trying 
situations  our  present  mission- 
aries endure.  It  is  also  our 
hope  that  those  who  visited  the 
seminary  might  be  spurred  on 
in  ever  growing  measure  to  ease 
that  burden  by  prayer  and 
financial  aid.

of  the  sifinal  favours  he  and  his 
sons  received  during  his  life 
time. 

As  in  many  other  points,  Fa- 
ther Libermann  was  a  hundred 
years  ahead  of  bis  time  on  this 
also. 

Dear  Father  Desgenettes, 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  ivork  which  ive  have  under- 
taken for  the  African  peoples 
owes  its  very  existence  and  all 
its  progress — all  that  wonderful 
progress  since  its  foundation 
such  a  short  time  ago  —  to  the 
powerful  protection  of  the  Most 
Holy  and  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary.  All  our  priests  —  those 
who  undertook  and  continue 
this  ivork  with  me  are  deeply 
convinced  of  this  and  our  hearts 
are  full  of  gratitude  to  the  glori- 
ous Queen  of  Heaven.  .  .  .  The 
Immaculate  HearJ  has  always 
obtained  for  us  those  things 
which  seem  impossible.  And  so, 
despite  the  difficulties,  which, 
humanly  speaking,  were  far  be- 
yond our  resources,  we  have  al- 
ways been  sure  of  success  be- 
cause our  confidence  was  un- 
shaken in  the  Most  Holy  Heart 
of  Mary  .  .  . 


In  Rome,  I  placed  all  my  con- 
fidence in  the  goodness  of  this 
Most  Holy  Heart,  and  as  a  result 
there  reigned  in  my  heart  and 
soul  a  perfect  peace  and  an  un- 
shakable confidence  that  God 
would  favour  the  undertaking 
and  bring  it  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion, notwithstanding  all  ap- 
pearance to  the  contrary.  So 
strong  was  this  assurance  that  at 
the  moment  ivhen  all  seemed 
lost  I  set  myself  to  plan  out  the 
future  course  of  our  ivork,  the 
ways  to  set  about  its  execution 
and  the  spirit  in  which  we  could 
carry  it  through.  .  .  . 

Even  though  my  health  im- 
proved, there  ivere  still  serious 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  my  or- 
dination and  I  myself  felt  great 
reluctance  to  take  steps  in  the 
matter.  It  was  then  Mary  ar- 
ranged everything  for  me.  .  .  .  I 
was  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
by  the  Bishop  of  Amiens  .  .  .  and 
since  that  time  the  protection  of 
the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary 
has  never  ceased  to  make  itself 
visibly  felt.  .  .  . 

And  as  ive  owed  everything  to 
the  Most  Holy  and  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary,  it  was  only  fit- 
ting that  it  should  be  at  the 
Church  of  Our  Lady  of  Victories 
(Centre  of  the  Arch-Confrater- 
nity of  the  Immaculate  Heart) 
that  our  tivo  most  important 
missions,  Haiti  and  Guinea, 
should  be  given  to  us.  .  .  .  This 
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Admirable  Heart  has  alivays 
showered  down  on  lis  the  choic- 
est of  graces  —  to  realise  how 
great  these  graces  have  been  we 
have  only  to  recall  the  total  ab- 
sence of  resources  when  ive  be- 
gan this  work  and  to  consider 
how  in  little  over  two  years  ive 
have  arrived  at  such  a  point  of 


progress  that  one  would  think 
that  we  existed  for  ten  years. 
Everything  was  against  us,  ire 
had  nothing  to  sustain  us. 

With  the  protection  of  the  Ini- 
maculate  and  Most  Holy  Heart 
of  Mary  this  progress  will  never 
slacken.  .  .  .

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POPE  URGES  USE  OF  MORE 
EXACT  PASTORAL  METHODS 


VATICAN  CITY  ( NC » —The 
first  real  effort  at  public 
speaking  by  His  Holiness  Pope 
Pius  XII  since  bis  illness  in  De- 
cember was  a  talk  to  the  pas- 
tors and  preachers  of  his  own 
diocese  of  Rome.  He  urged 
them  to  employ  more  exact 
methods  in  their  pastoral  care 
of  souls. 

Since  the  pastoral  care  of  his 
own  diocese  is  one  of  the  things 
nearest  to  his  heart,  the  Holy 
Father  had  shepherded  his 
strength  for  many  days  in  order 
to  be  able  to  speak  to  his 
priests.  All  were  comforted  and 
cheered  at  his  appearance, 
which  was  considered  remark- 
ably good. 

The  Pope  walked  more  slow- 
ly and  deliberately,  and  as- 
cended the  steps  of  the  throne 
slowly.  But  his  entire  presence 
and  appearance,  his  manner 
and  gestures,  had  everyone  who 
saw  him  remarking  that  he 
looked  "as  well  as  "ever." 

Pope  PIUS  found  satisfaction 
with  reports  on  the  status  of 
the  Rome  diocese,  but  he  pre- 
ferred to  speak  about  the  fvu- 
ther  work  to  be  done  and  to 
give  the  priests  what  he  called 
"some  simple  pastoral  notes 
concerning  your  apostolic  ac- 
tion." 


The  Pontiff  was  insistent 
about  shepherding  the  compo- 
site group  known  as  the  parish, 
and  warned  against  superficial- 
ity in  estimating  the  condition 
of  the  parish  and  the  needs  of 
souls  there.  Very  many  people, 
the  Pope  said  by  way  of  ex- 
ample, attend  Mass  on  Sundays

and  feast  days,  and  the  pastor 
can  ])e  pleased  that  the  church 
is  repeatedly  filled  on  such  oc- 
casions. However,  "hefore  feel- 
ing completely  satisfied,"  the 
pastor  should  "caluculate  with 
sufficient  precision  the  number 
of  those  who  are  obliged  to 
come  and  have  not  done  so." 

In  the  same  way,  he  con- 
tinued, one  might  be  pleased 
about  catechetical  instruction  in 
Rome,  but  it  is  always  neces- 
sary to  ask:  How  many  should 
come  to  the  lessons  and  don't? 
The  same,  be  said,  goes  for  re- 
ligious    instruction     for     adults 


whose  understanding  of  their 
religion  remains  what  they 
learned   by   rote   as   children. 

The  Holy  Father  cited  the 
performance  of  the  Easter  duty. 
He  went  on  to  say  that,  having 
arrived  at  accurate  figures,  the 
pastor  must  then  analyze  the 
cause  of  negligence  on  the  part 
of  the  faithful.  He  stressed  that 
"identification  of  ihe  evil  is  still 
not  a  diagnosis,  without  which 
one  cannot  speak  of  a  good 
prognosis,  and  still  less  of  an 
adequate  cure." 

In   general.  Pope  Pius  coun- 
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seled  the  priests  to  be  discreet 
in  heginninji  their  work  in  any 
given  case  of  spiritual  shickness, 
not  attacking  with  a  lull  broad- 
side without  due  consideration 
and  preparation. 

The  Holy  Fatlier  called  for  a 
generous  and  intelligent  atti- 
tude of  pastors  regarding  vari- 
ous persons  willing  to  help  in 
tlie     various     activities     of     the 


apostolate. 

"Let  wlioever  is  animated 
with  goodwill,"  he  said,  "find 
a  place  in  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord,  Who  accepts  every  serv- 
ice, just  as  He  seeks  workers  at 
all  hours.  The  field  of  the  Lord 
is  vast,  and  the  needs  of  culti- 
vation are  numberless.  Let  v/ho- 
ever  offers  to  help  you  be  wel- 
come."

PEOPLE  who  are  hard  to  un- 
derstand are  c  o  ni  ni  o  n 
enough.  What  is  uncommon  is 
that  they  are  hard  to  under- 
stand for  quite  a  simple  reason 


Father   Leech 

— they  liunger  for  the  strong 
support  of  their  fellow  man, 
suffer  keenly  for  lack  of  sym- 
pathetic and  firm  direction  and 
just  cannot  seem  to  achieve 
themselves  without  it. 


From  the  time  in  the  Scholas- 
ticate  when  a  doctor  ordered 
the  removal  of  four  perfectly 
good  and  handsome  front  teeth 
for  want  of  a  hetter  reason  to 
hlame  for  a  case  of  passing  neu- 
ritis, amiahle,  witty  Amhrose 
Leech  agonized  through  a  life- 
long series  of  illnesses  and  mis- 
fortunes that  ended  in  a  city 
amhulance  in  far-off  California. 
A  grieving  relative  wrote  an 
ironic  epitaph  to  a  pathetic 
life:  "I  know  this  time  he  real- 
ly was  sick  but  no  one  believed 
him — not  even  I!" 

When  he  was  well,  Ambrose 
had  a  cheerful  disposition,  a 
colorful  and  witty  word  and  a 
warm  smile  and  laugh  for  all  of 
us.  He  is  happier  released  from 
his  long  ordeal  of  pain  but  we'll 
miss  the  sunshine  of  his  pres- 
ence. It  is  still  hard  for  some 
of  us  to  believe  that  such  a  one 
needed  our  help  so  critically. 
But  it  is  the  better  part  of  wis- 
dom, not  to  speak  of  Christian 
charity,  to  honor  a  man's  word, 
and  for  the  sound  to  support 
the  sick  with  the  strong  arm  of 
sympathy  and  understanding. 

Ambrose  leech  was  bom 

in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  August 
20,  191L  He  made  his  primary 
studies  at  Our  Mother  of  Sor- 
rows parochial  school  in  Phila- 
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delphia,  attended  West  Phila- 
delphia Catholic  High  School 
and  entered  the  junior  scholas- 
ticate  at  Cornwells  Heights  in 
1928. 

Professed  in  Ridgefield,  Conn., 
on  July  31,  1934,  he  made  his 
perpetual  vows  at  Ferndale  on 
Septemher  14,  1938,  was  or- 
dained to  the  suhdiaconate  and 
diaconate  on  March  27-28,  1939, 
and  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
on  June  15  of  the  same  year. 
Father  Leech  made  his  Apos- 
tolic Consecration  on  June  23, 
1940,  He  is  the  first  of  his  class 
to  pass  away. 

Father  Leech's  first  appoint- 
ment was  to  Isle  Brevelle,  La., 
in  September  of  1940.  It  was 
here  that  he  incured  trichinosis, 
the  stubborn  disease  that  was  to 
send  him  for  treatment  to  lead- 
ing clinics  and  hospitals 
throughout  the  Untied  States 
without  relief  or  cure  and  to 
final  "acute  hemorrhagic  pan- 
creatitis." 

Despite  his  illnesees,  Father 
Leech  continued  his  priestly 
duties  courageously.  After  Isle 
Breville,  he  was  stationed  in 
Shreveport  in  1941,  St.  Joseph's 
House  in  Philadelphia  in  1942, 
St.  John  the  Baptist  in  Dayton 
in  1942-44,  Ogmulgee,  1944-47, 
Ridgefield  1947-49  and  at  Du- 
quesne  University  1949-54. 

In  March  of  1954  he  was  as- 
signed to  Sacred  Heart  Church, 


Father  Killeen  Dies 

On  Sunday  morning  at 
Baker  Memorial  Hospital, 
Boston,  Mass.,  Father  Dan- 
iel Killeen  died  suddenly  of 
an  aneurysm.  He  had  en- 
tered the  hospital  several 
days  previously  for  minor 
surgery. 

Funeral  services  were 
conducted  at  St.  Anthony's 
Church,  Portsmouth,  R.  I., 
on  May  12.  Interment  was 
at  Ferndale. 


Lancaster,  California,  the  home 
city  of  his  parents. 

On  a  visit  to  his  home  on  De- 
cember 18,  Father  Leech  com- 
plained of  sharp  stomach  pains 
and  suffered  severe  nausea  all 
day.  He  seemed  a  little  better 
on  the  next  day.  Late  Monday 
night,  December  20,  as  he  was 
about  to  retire,  he  went  into  a 
sudden  violent  convulsion  and 
lost  consciousness.  The  family 
physician  himself  was  too  ill  to 
leave  his  bed  so  an  andnilance 
was  hastily  summoned  in  the 
early  hours  of  December  21. 
The  end  came  on  the  journey  to 
the  hospital.  Father  Kennedy, 
the  local  pastor,  gave  condi- 
tional last  rites.  An  autopsy  re- 
vealed that  death  had  occurred 
from  "acute  hemorrhagic  pan- 
creatitis." 

Solemn  Mass  was  offered  on 
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December  23  by  Very  Rev. 
George  J.  Collins,  first  cousin 
of  tbe  deceased.  Father  Francis 
P.  Trotter,  was  deacon.  Father 
Joseph  Cassidy,  subdeacon  and 
Rev.  Charles  V.  Dacliter,  master 
of  ceremonies.  Interment  fol- 
lowed in  the  community  ceme- 
tery at  Our  Lady  of  the  Valley 
parish,  Hemet,  Cal.

There  is  too  much  social  climbing,  too  much  emphasis  on  getting  ahead,  making  money, 
getting  on  top  in  school  and  in  adult  life.— Daniel  Cantwell,  COMMONWEAL,  Oct.

(3lVE  your  sermons  special  at- 
tention. Make  them  devout, 
practical  and  full  of  the  spirit 
of  Our  Lord.  Teach  the  faithful 
their  duties  as  Christians  and 
inspire  them  with  true  fervor. 
Don't  fret  if  your  sermons  are 
not  perfectly  delivered  or  rhetor- 
ically ftav^^less. 

Preach  to  the  people  but  not 
for  their  approval.  You  do  not 
have  to  preach  as  well  as  the 
best  or  with  the  same  technique. 
Just  concentrate  on  conveying 
your  Master's  message  of  love 
and  avoid  formal  "sermonizing.'' 

Give  your  attention  to  the 
message  of  the  Gospel  and  the 
conversion  and  greater  sanctifi- 
cation  of  souls.  In  preparing, 
read  spiritual  authors  on  the 
subject  of  your  sermon,  study 
their  ideas  to  stimulate  you,  but 
don't  copy  them.

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Graduation  at  Ann  Arbor 


ON  Trinity  Sunday,  June  5tli, 
Graduation  Exercises  were 
held  for  eight  young  men,  who 
have  finished  tlieir  studies  at 
Holy  Ghost  Seminary,  Ann 
Arhor,  Mich.  The  parents  of  the 
graduates  and  the  parents  of  the 
other  seminary  students  were 
present  for  the  ceremonies  held 
in  the  seminary  chapel,  and  to 
wish  the  eight  graduates  God- 
speed. The  ceremonies  hegan 
with  Solemn  High  Mass  at  one 
o'clock.  Father  Eghert  Figaro 
was  celehrant.  Father  Gerhard 
Grams,  deacon  and  Father  Fran- 
cis Kanda,  suhdeacon. 

Father  Henry  P.  Thief  els,  St. 
Mary's,  Detroit,  gave  the  address 
to  the  students.  Father  Thiefels 
recalled  that  he  had  preached 
their  first  retreat,  four  y^ars 
previous,  in  early  Octoher  of 
1951;  they  were  a  class  of  six- 
teen eager,  distracted,  "wild" 
seminary  aspirants  in  First 
High,  all  anxious  to  hecome 
priests.  They  were  as  rough  hu- 
man material  as  were  the 
hricks,  stone  and  mortar  that 
was  daily  heing  shaped  into  the 
physical    seminary   huildings. 

On  Promotion  Day,  four  years 
later,  they  looked  as  polished, 
'  disciplined  and  ecclesiastical  as 
the  seminary  plant  itself.  Father 
Thiefels  reminded  them  that 
they  were  leaving  Holy  Ghost 
Seminary  only  to  take  a  step 
nearer  to  the   soal  of  their  vo- 


cation, hence  they  were  not 
graduating  really,  hut  l)eing  ele- 
vated to  a  higher  stratum  of 
education  on  their  way  to  the 
priesthood. 

At  the  end  of  the  address,  the 
awards  of  the  Oratorical  Con- 
test and  the  Excellency  Award 
in  each  class  were  given  out  hy 
Father  Reardon,  director,  and 
Father  Kirhy,  superior.  The 
ceremonies  wree  concluded  with 
Solemn  Benediction  of  the  Most 
Blessed  Sacrament. 

In  the  class  of  eight  graduates, 
six  are  of  the  original  First 
High  group  of  sixteen,  the  two 
other  graduates  entered  Holy 
Ghost  Seminary  in  Third  High. 
All  plan  on  going  to  Cornwells 
Heights  in  Septemher.  The  sem- 
inary closed  down  for  the  sum- 
mer months  on  Sunday,  the  cer- 
emonies in  chapel  were  over  hy 
2:20  P.  M.,  and  even  with  the 
serving  of  cake  and  coffee  to  all 
the  visitors  in  the  refectory,  the 
seminary  was  a  deserted  village 
hy  3:45  P.  M. 

Pentecost  Sunday,  May  29th: 
We  had  Open  House  for  Voca- 
tion Day.  The  day  was  cloudy 
and  overcast,  hut  in  spite  of  the 
threatening  weather  ahout  seven 
hundred  persons  visited  the 
seminary.  Four  classrooms  were 
fixed  up  with  displays  of  class 
work  hy  the  l>oys;  mission  ex- 
liihit;  vocation  exhihit  and  pic- 
ture exhiljit  of  our  U.  S.  works.

WHEN  this  writer  was  a 
small  boy,  Father  Dan 
Killeen  at  the  altar  fitted  neatly 
into  his  fairy-tale  kingdom  of 
heroes.  He  was  hig,  handsome 
and  majestic  as  some  Nordic 
god-priest,  as  a  priest  should  be, 
he  believed. 

Give  a  little  here  and  take  a 
little  there,  and  Father  Dan  es- 
sentially lived  this  little  boy's 
impression.  He  never  lost  his 
dignity  and  strength,  but  rather 
warmed  it  with  a  hearty,  salty 
humor  and  a  gentle  kindliness 
for  voung  confreres  that  prompt- 
ly disarmed  and  won  them. 

He  was  good  to  be  with.  His 
opinions  were  strong,  frank  and 
fearless.  His  satire  was  general- 
ly true,  confident  but  imper- 
sonal. His  outlook  was  adult, 
realistic  and  substantially  sunny. 
The  afflicted  looked  to  him  for 
comfort  and  encouragement  and 
nearly  always  found  it;  the 
affected  feared  his  searching, 
fierce  glance  and  the  rapier  of 
liis  tongue- —and  often  felt  it! 

Father  Dan  left  a  big,  empty 
place  wlien  lie  passed  away.  An- 
other giant  has  moved  out  of 
our  tliinning  ranks. 

13  ANIEL  Joseph  Killeen  was 
l»orn  on  Scpteml)er  28,  1895  in 
New  Haven,  Conn.  He  attended 
St.  Francis  parochial  school  and 
di<l  his  humanities  at  Cornwells 


from  1909  to  1914.  He  made  his 
first  profession  at  Ferndale  on 
August  21,  1915  and  his  perpet- 
ual vows  on  August  21,  1918. 

Advanced  to  the  sid)diaconate 
and  diaconate  at  Ferndale  on 
June  25-26,  1919,  Father  Dan 
was  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
on  October  24,  1919.  He  made 
his  Apostolic  Consecration  on 
June  21,  1920. 

His  first  appointment  was  to 
Cornwells  where  lie  served  as 
professor  and  director  of  "The 
Paraclete,"  monthly  magazine 
of  tlie  United  States  province, 
from  1920  to  1926.  His  talents 
for  oral   and  written  excellence 
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in  the  English  language  formed 
the  style  of  a  whole  generation 
of  future  confreres  hoth  hy  way 
of  the  classroom  and  the  magii- 
zine.  He  taught  his  students  to 
be  articulate,  concise  and  di- 
rect in  the  best  traditions  of 
idiomatic  Americanese.  He  was 
no  mere  pedagogue  but  the 
bearer  and  the  master  of  a  hot, 
live  language. 

After  a  year  at  Duquesne  Uni- 
versity in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  he 
spent  five  years  ( 1927-32 1  as 
assistant  at  St.  Mark's,  N.  Y. 
After  more  than  twenty  years, 
many  in  Harlem  still  inquire 
about  Father  Dan.  He  was  thai 
kind  of  man — he  left  his  unmis- 
takable stamp  everywhere  he 
walked  and  on  every  one  with 
whom  he  bad  contact. 

Father  Killeen  returned  to 
Duquesne  for  two  additional 
years  ( 1932-34 ) .  A  year  on  the 
faculty  at  Ferndale  followed. 
There  he  taught  moral  theology 
and  public  speaking  and  pro- 
ivided  a  human  touch  and  relief 
in  a  world  of  abstract  theses 
and  theological  "cases"  that  was 
a  delight  to  the  young  of  heart. 

In  1936,  Father  Killeen  was 
transferred  to  St.  Catherine's, 
Little  Compton,  R.  I.,  where  he 
served  as  assistant.  In  1942,  he 
was  named  assistant  at  St.  An- 
thony's, Portsmouth.  R.  I.  It 
was  from  this  time  that  he  also 
iserved  on  the  faculty  of  the 
Benedictine  Priory  at  Ports- 
mouth   and   taught   Canon   Law

■■-^  ganization  ol  our  properties 
in  Europe,  Libermann  J)egan  an 
energetic  and  broad  program 
for  studies*.  He  demanded  high 
standards,  both  for  their  im- 
portance in  the  formation  of  his 
priests  and  in  estalilishing  the 
reputation  of  our  schools.  ""It  is 
about  time  we  acquired  prestige 
for  our  houses.  Theology  has 
been  too  much  neglected.  We 
could  have  lost  the  reputation 
our  houses  need."  N.  D.  VI,  497. 

A  Father  Leon  Le  Vavasseur 
had  jjeen  accepted  into  the  Con- 
gregation as  a  novice  on  condi- 
tion he  remain  in  Europe  and 
in  no  case  be  sent  to  the  mis- 
sions. Libermann  wrote  to  the 
young  man's  father:  "I  have  not 
hesitated  to  accept  your  deacon 
son.  But  I  have  formally  de- 
clared that  I  accepted  him  in 
order  to  make  use  of  him  in 
Europe  and  not  in  the  mis- 
sions." N.  D.  VII,  305. 

Leon,  a  professor  at  DuGard, 
was  now  assigned  to  write  a 
scientific  work  on  the  liturgy. 
Libermann  did  not  want  any 
kind  of  pious  work  but  a  scien- 
tific one  to  satisfy  the  severest 
canons  which  he  himself  deter- 
mined. He  did  not  want  a  mere 
copy  or  compilation,  but  an 
original  work  based  on  Roman 


sources.  He  was  just  as  practi- 
cal in  this  as  he  was  in  affairs 
of  the  missions. 

'"Here  in  France  we  need  a 
fundamental  and  complete  trea- 
tise on  the  Roman  liturgy.  We 
are  at  work  on  one  in  conform- 
ity with  the  decrees  of  the  Sa- 
cred Congregation  of  Rites 
which  will  be  a  practical  treatise 
which  we  hope  to  finish  after 
some  years  of  careful  research 
and  study."  N.  D.  IX,  199. 

"Every  statement  must  be 
supported  by  noting  the  original 
source  .  .  .  rules  must  be  taken 
only  from  sources  that  are  abso- 
lutely certain  and  authentic  .  .  . 
Conclusions  drawn  from  rules 
prescribed  by  authoritative  au- 
thors must  be  noted  to  he  as 
such  and  not  as  given  in  exact 
words."  N.  D.  IX,  348. 

Libermann  himself  selected 
the  team  to  insure  the  highest 
scientific  objectivity  and  con- 
trol. '"I  shall  make  Father  Lan- 
nurien  and  Father  Kobes  ex- 
amine everything  c  a  r  e  f u  1 1  y. 
Their  work  will  be  to  verify  the 
quotations,  determine  what  are 
the  correct  or  incorrect  conclu- 
sions drawn  from  the  original 
texts  and  other  sources.  They 
will  do  this  singly  and  together 
for  the  entire  text.    I  hope   in

this  way  we  can  produce  a  truly 
scientific  and  objective  work. 

"Even  for  slightly  doubtful 
material,  wc  shall  consult  the 
Holy  See,  by  way  of  the  Sacred 
Con*>;re<!;ation  of  Rites  or  one  of 
its  members  when  the  j)oint 
seems  too  minor  to  trouble  the 
Congregation  of  Rites. 

"If  after  all  this  there  are  still 
some  obscure  points  and  we 
have  a  choice,  we  shall  follow 
the  Italian  authors  in  order  to 
maintain  uniformity.  But  even 
in  this  case  the  authorship  and 
source  shall  be  specifically  ac- 
knowledged." N.  D.  IX,  349. 

LiBERMANN  guided  the  projj 
ect  with  the  same  quiet  determi- 
nation he  used  in  organizing  a 
missionary  enterprise.  He  re- 
quired the  strictly  scientific 
method  for  a  special  field  of 
study  and  rejected  whatever 
was  unrealistic,  superficial  and 
wanting  in  planning  and  organi- 
zation. Mediocre  work  never 
satisfied  him.  He  planned  for 
the  future,  for  the  many  indi- 
viduals who  would  contribute  to 
the  project  and  he  drew  pre- 
cisely the  phases  and  methods 
of  the  whole  scientific  under- 
taking. 

Thus  was  created  a  work  for 
many  years  considered  by  many 
French  dioceses  as  the  best  litur- 
gical treatise  extant.  Liber- 
mann's  high  scientific  standards 
made  Father  Leon  Le  Vavasseur 
and      his      successors,      Fathers

Haegy  and  Stercky,  the  recog- 
nized authors  in  the  field.  When 
the  Archbishop  of  Bourges  in 
1875  praised  the  treatise  for  its 
style,  clarity,  correctness,  preci- 
sion and  scrupulous  fidelity  to 
scientific  canons,  he  probably 
did  not  suspect  that  it  was  all 
due  to  the  farsightedness  of 
Father  Libermann  who  had 
dared  to  consecrate  the  life  of 
one  of  his  members  to  the  un- 
dertaking, (cf.  '\Manuel  de  litiir- 
gie  et  ceremonial  selon  le  rit 
Romain"  P.  Louis  Stercky,  Paris.

Record  Year 


I  HE  school  year  1954-55  open- 
-'-  ed  with  136  students,  the 
greatest  nuinher  of  junior  scho- 
lastics since  1925  and  probahly 
an  all-time  high,  Comwells  had 
73  of  this  number  and  lost  13. 
Ann  Arbor  lost  7  and  ended  the 
year  with  56.  A  total  of  116  sur- 
vived, the  greatest  number  since 
1930. 

In  only  three  years  was  the 
loss  less  than  13  at  Comwells. 
They  were  1945  (1  lost)  ;  1948 
(9  lost)  ;  and  1952  (7  lost  I .  The 
poorest  enrollment  years  were 
the  war  years:  1940  (63)  ;  1941 
(49);  1942  (65);  1944  (45). 

A  further  research  into  avail- 


able records  reveals  some  inter- 
esting statistics.  The  best  single 
year  in  Cornwells  history  was 
1930  which  opened  with  125,  of 
whom  45  are  now  ordained. 
This  is  36%. 

Over  a  ten-year  period,  1938- 
1948,  Cornwells  kept  24%  of  its 
first-year  students  for  six  years. 
This  figure  includes  the  class  of 
1954  which  just  completed  its 
sixth  year. 

From  1932  to  1941,  the  sur- 
vival of  first  year  students  (all 
ordained  by  1951)  was  21%. 
For  the  same  period,  the  sur- 
vival of  all  students  entering 
Cornwells  in  any  year  up  to  or- 
dination, was  23%.

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Father  Thomas  R.  Jones 
1903  -  1955 


ALTHOUGH,  to  hear  him  tell 
it,  his  life  was  as  adven- 
turously fahulous  as  his  fictional 
namesake's,  Tom  Jones,  what  is 
closer  to  the  truth  is  that  Father 
Jones  was  one  of  the  Province's 


Father  Jones 

"personalities"  and  had  some 
real  hifi  talents  to  fortify  his 
story-tellin<i;  ones. 

Like  "Chappie",  Lord  rest  his 
soul!  Tom  Jones  displayed  a 
kindness  with  his  talk  that  made 
it  easy  for  a  listener  to  take  or 


leave.  If  you  listened  you  had 
to  "take"  it;  if  you  refused,  Tom 
fell  easily  into  what  you  wanted 
to  do  at  the  moment.  He  was 
good  company  at  table  and  in 
the  Community  Room — cheer- 
ful, kind,  cooperative. 

Nobody  ever  checked  his 
story,  but  Tom  stoutly  main- 
tained he  was  Boston  College's 
youngest  master  of  arts  at  the 
age  of  2L  In  his  undergraduate 
days  he  had  starred  prominent- 
ly enough  in  football  to  be 
named  to  several  All-America's, 
so  that  his  subsequent  stories  of 
feats  of  physical  prowess,  such 
as  tossing  champion  bulls  and 
rams  by  wrestling  them  by  the 
horns  to  the  ground,  are  not 
without  some  plausibility. 

He  was  a  better  than  average 
preacher  and  even  held  the  in- 
defatigable Father  Hoeger,  Lord 
rest  his  soul!  in  admiration  not 
only  of  his  talent  but  of  his  will- 
ingness to  accept  all  kinds  of 
preaching  assignments  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice.  He  was  an  excel- 
lent teacher  and  gave  the  classic 
example  of  his  love  for  truth 
when  he  achieved  national  news- 
paper headlines  by  enunciating 
a  simple  truth  about  a  rival  foot- 
ball team  at  a  pre-game  rally  at 
Duquesne  University  in  1936. 

As   pastor  in  Arlington,  Va., 
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I  Father  Jones  cooked  his  own 
meals  and  lived  on  $18  a  week 
for  three  years,  he  off-handedly 
announced. 

A  hiographer  sometimes  won- 
ders, when  writinn;  ahout  the 
Province's  famous  "'personali- 
ties," if  the  breed  is  dying  out 
or    the     mechanically     efficient 

!  modern  "screening"  methods  are 
letting  them  wriggle  through  tlie 
sieve.  But  we  are  told  that  sev- 
eral fahulous  "personalities"  are 
blossoming  down  the  line  so 
that  perhaps  this  job  will  not 
become  a  bore  after  all ! 

1  HOMAS  Richard  Jones  was 
born  in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  on  No- 
vember 15,  1903  and  attended 
parochial  primary  and  second- 
ary schools  there  from  1910  to 
1920.  He  was  graduated  from 
Boston  College  in  1924  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  and 
with  a  master's  degree  in  1925. 
The  next  two  years  in  Vir- 
ginia provided  the  stories  of 
fabled  deeds  and  daring-do,  but 
in  1927  he  entered  the  novitiate 
and  was  professed  in  Ridgefield 
on  August  15,  1928.  Having 
studied  philosophy  at  Boston 
College,  Tom  Jones  went  right 
into  theology  at  Ferndale,  made 
his  perpetual  vows  on  August 
15,  1931,  and  was  ordained  to 
major  orders  and  priesthood  on 
three  succesive  days:  September 
17,  18,  19,  1931.  He  made  his 
Apostolic  Consecration  on  June 
27,  1932. 


Father  Jones'  first  appoint- 
ment was  to  the  Mission  Band 
(1932-1933)  and  then  to  Du- 
quesne  University  as  professor 
of  English  (1933-1937).  From 
1937  to  1943  he  served  as  as- 
sistant at  Holy  Ghost  parish. 
North  Tiverton,  R.  I. 

In  1943  Father  Jones  was  ap- 
pointed professor  at  Cornwells 
and  in  1948  went  to  Sacred 
Heart,  Detroit,  Mich.,  as  bursar. 
On  January  15,  1952  he  was 
named  pastor  of  Our  Lady, 
Queen  of  Peace,  Arlington,  Va. 

When  Father  Jones  first  com- 
plained of  heart  pains  in  the 
svimmer  of  1954,  confreres'  cred- 
ulity was  understandably  strain- 
ed. Even  when  he  was  ordered 
into  the  hospital  several  months 
before  his  death  early  this  year, 
it  was  hard  to  believe  that  this 
sturdy  human  machine  did  not 
have  a  heart  to  match  it. 

Released  by  his  »)hysician  and 
advised  to  vacation  at  bis  home 
before  returning  to  his  pastoral 
duties,  Father  Jones  seemed  as 
good  as  new.  On  the  second  eve- 
ning (June  3)  at  the  home  of 
his  mother  and  sister  in  Melrose, 
Mass.,  and  while  chatting  with 
them,  he  toppled  suddenly  from 
his  chair  without  a  warning  or 
murmur  of  pain.  He  had  died 
instantly. 

At  Arlington  on  Monday, 
June  6,  Father  James  McCaffrey 
preached  at  a  Memorial  Mass 
attended  by  the  representative 
of  the  bishop  of  Richmond,  lo- 
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cal  clergy,  Washington  confreres 
and  faithful. 

At  the  Funeral  Mass  in  the 
chapel  at  St.  Mary's  Seminary, 
Ferndale,  on  June  7,  Father 
John  O'Brien  preached  the  ser-

THE  work  of  training  leaders 
made  great  demands  upon 
Libermann's  time  and  energy. 
Because  of  the  presence  of  but 
few  specialists  in  this  field 
among  his  own  spiritual  sons, 
the  responsiJ>ility,  as  usual,  fell 
upon  the  founder. 

In  his  houses  of  formation  he 
organized  closed  retreats  for  the 
secular  clergy  and  offered  lios- 
pitality  to  renowned  scholars 
and  autliors.  Libermann  suc- 
ceeded in  making  the  Mother 
House  in  Paris  a  symbol  of  the 
two-fold  mission  of  the  Congre- 
gation. "As  long  as  our  Vener- 
able father  stayed  at  the  Mother 
House,  it  was  a  centre  where 
priests  eminent  in  science  and 
virtue  loved  to  meet.  The  apos- 
tolate  among  tlie  soldiers  and 
laborers  made  it  an  additional 
attraction."  N.  D.  XIII,  597. 

Among  the  outstanding  schol- 
ars Libermann  gathered  aroimd 
him  were  the  Benedictine  Dom 
Pitra,  later  a  Cardinal,  for 
whom  a  room  was  always  kept 
open;  Abbe  Blanc  who  wrote  a 
text  l)ook  on  Churcli  liistory; 
Bouix,  famous  for  liis  works  on 
Canon  Law;  Rohrbacher,  the 
renowned  Church  historian; 
Abbe  Martinet  and  even  Abl)e 
Gaume,  who  made  a  name  for 
himself  witli  a  book  called 
"Verronjieur." 


Prominent  in  this  group  was 
the  illustrious  theologian  and 
editor  J.  P.  Migne,  founder  of 
the  new^spaper  UUnivers,  and  a 
man,  who  with  the  help  of  nu- 
merous collaborators,  assembled 
a  priest-library  that  comprises 
eleven  hundred  in-quarto  vol- 
umes, among  which  is  the  uni- 
versally renowned  edition  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  Fathers  in  338 
in-quarto  parts.  Ablie  Migne 
chose  Libermann,  now  become 
Superior  General  of  the  Society 
of  Professors  (  Holy  Ghost  Fath- 
ers ) ,  for  his  confessor  and  spir- 
itual guide.  It  was  with  keen  re- 
gret that  Libermann  found  him- 
self too  short-handed  to  grant 
Migne's  request  for  a  full-time 
assistant.  Many  years  later, 
Migne  added  his  name  to  the 
long  list  of  eminent  persons  who 
requested  the  Holy  Father  to  in- 
troduce the  process  for  Liber- 
mann's  beatification  .  .  . 

Dom  Cabrol  describes  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  Mother  House 
at  this  time  in  these  words: 
"Here  was  a  scientific  and  liter- 
ary group  where  all  spoke  freely 
about  Church  matters  and  aired 
and  shared  the  fruits  of  their 
meditations  and  studies.  Some- 
times the  members  of  this  learn- 
ed areopagus  even  engaged  in 
formal  debates."  N.  D.  XIII, 
598  fT. 
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LlBERMANN  found  a  special- 
ist for  tlie  work  and  mission  of 
the  reborn  Holy  Ghost  Society 
aniong  learned  men  in  the  per- 
son of  his  first  assistant  Father 
Gaultier.  This  Father  not  only 
supervised  the  use  of  the  Mother 
House's  famous  scientific  liljrary 
hut  inspired  its  learned  clients 
with  many  new  ideas  and  su«;- 
gestions.  Important  French  edi- 
tors came  regularly  to  consult 
with  Father  Gaultier  for  the 
printing  of  manuscripts  and  the 
editing  of  scientific  works.  His 
influence  was  particularly  note- 
wortliy  in  the  edition  of  the  the- 
olo<.ry  of  Voigt  and  the  Gracliiale 
of  Reims  and  Cand)rai. 

Fully  aware  of  the  apostolate 
of  scholarship  with  which  the 
ancient  Society  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  served  the  Church,  Liher- 
mann  now  turned  his  attention 
to  the  restoration  of  the  Gre- 
gorian Chant  and  sent  his  schol- 
ars in  search  of  the  earliest  man- 
uscripts and  editions  of  the 
music.  To  draw  the  attention  of 
the  city  of  Paris  and  all  of 
France  to  the  chant,  he  had  his 
seminarians  trained  to  sing  it  at 
a  time  when  such  a  thins  was 


still  a  much-dehated  novelty. 
Following  in  the  traditions  of 
the  Society  of  Professors,  Liher- 
mann  led  his  Congregation  to 
the  forefront  of  this  modern 
movement. 

"This  year  we  shall  have  a 
special  solemn  celebration.  We 
shall  make  use  of  a  Gregorian 
Chant  compiled  from  manu- 
scripts of  the  ninth  and  eleventh 
centuries  and  sung  in  its  original 
purity.  The  experiment  is  un- 
dertaken to  give  impetus  in 
Paris  and  the  Provinces  to  the 
advancement  of  pure  Gregorian. 
We  have  just  gone  through  a 
practice  session.

Abbe  Rohrbacher,  the  Church 
historian,  felt  so  much  at  home 
in  the  scholarly  atmosphere  of 
the  Mother  House  that  he  asked 
Libermann  for  permanent  resi- 
dence. He  spent  the  last  eight 
years  of  his  life  there  in  the 
careful  revision  of  his  imposing 
work.  It  was  one  of  his  last 
wishes  to  be  buried  next  to 
Father  Libermann.

Fire  Damages  Rectory 

(The  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  July  5,  1955) 


Abattalian  chief  suffered  a 
badly  cut  arm  and  six  fire- 
men were  partially  overcome  by 
smoke  yesterday  morning  while 
fightiner  a  two-alarm  fire  in  the 
rectory  adjoining  St.  Peter  Cla- 
ver's  Catholic  Church,  12th  and 
Lombard  Sts. 

The  blaze  caused  extensive 
damage  to  the  third  and  fourth 
floors  of  the  rectory,  and  the 
church's  sanctuary  and  sacristy 
was  damaged  by  water  which 
seeped  through  the  roof  from 
the  adjoining  building. 

The  Rev.  James  E.  Flynn,  C.S. 
Sp.,  assistant  rector,  discovered 
the  fire  at  9:30  A.  M.  while  in 
his  room  on  the  third  floor  oi 
the  rectory  at  502  S.  12th  St. 

Father  Flynn  said  he  heard  a 
crackling  noise  in  a  room  to  the 
rear  of  his,  went  out  into  the 
corridor  and  was  forced  back  by 
smoke.  He  ran  to  the  stairway 
and  called  downstairs  to  the 
Rev.  John  F.  Kelly,  C.S.Sp.,  the 


rector,  who  was  in  his  second 
floor  office. 

Father  Kelly  grabbed  a  fire 
extinguisher,  rushed  upstairs  to 
the  blazing  room  and  sprayed 
the  chemicals  on  the  flames. 
Then  both  priests  were  forced 
to  flee  the  floor. 

Father  Kelly  telephoned  an 
alarm  before  he  left  the  rectory 
and  at  the  same  time  a  passerby 
turned  in  a  box  alarm  at  12th 
and  Lombard  Sts.  at  9:32  A.  M. 

Battalion  Chief  Joseph  J. 
Cody,  43,  suffered  a  deep  cut  on 
his  right  arm  when  he  was 
struck  by  a  large  section  of  glass 
from  a  fourth  floor  window  as 
he  was  inside  the  rectory. 

Six  firemen  were  overcome  by 
smoke  and  heat  and  were  re- 
vived by  members  of  Rescue 
Squads. 

Father  Kelly  said  although 
the  sanctuary  was  damaged  by 
water,  neither  the  Blessed  Sac- 
rament nor  sacred  vessels  were 
removed  from  the  tabernacle.

Father  Connors,  the  Provincial 
Prefect  of  Studies,  informs  me 
that  in  sending  in  their  Junior 
Clergy  Examinations,  some  of 
the  young  Fathers  explain  their 
failure  to  answer  questions  deal- 
ing with  Scripture  to  the  lock  of 
Scriptural  works  in  the  commun- 
ity libraries.

And  the  matter  of  subscriptions 
to  certain  current  ecclesiastical 
periodicals  should  not  be  over- 
looked either. 

Father  Connors  believes  that 
every  house  should  have  at  least 
the  following  books  on  Scripture: 

1)  "Introduction  to  Sacred 
Scripture"  by  Steinmuller  in  3 
volumes  and  is  available  in  a 
Spanish  edition,  too. 

2)  "A  Catholic  Commentary 
on  Holy  Scripture."  A  monumen- 
tal work.  It  also  contains  many 
articles  of  introduction  and  spe- 
cial points.  This  is  an  indispens- 
able aid  for  any  priest.

My  Dear  Confreres: 

After  six  months  of  travel  in 
the  Americas  which  eiiahled  me 
to  visit  all  our  provinces  and 
religious  districts  situated  in 
those  countries,  it  is  my  pleas- 
ure to  give  you  a  lirief  report 
within  the  frame  of  the  Avis 
du  Mois.  I  wish  to  descrihe  for 
you  the  situation  of  our  work^ 
in  those  regions  and  express  the 
joy  I  experienced  while  witness- 
ing how  alive  is  the  Spiritain 
spirit  of  devoted  work  for  souls. 

CANADA.  Although  this  Dis- 
trict is  fifty  years  old — and  this 
very  year  we  celebrated  the 
golden  jubilee  of  St.  Alexandre 
— it  has  not  yielded  the  voca- 
tions for  our  Congregation 
which  were  expected.  But, 
thanks  be  to  God,  the  situation 
is  improving  and  we  are  justi- 
fied in  our  hope  that  vocations 
will  multiply  during  the  coming 
years.  It  is  to  this  that  the 
Canadian  Province  should  di- 
rect its  efforts.  I  feel  certain 
that  those  efforts  will  he  re- 
warded with  success,  for  I  was 
able  to  witness  the  devotedness 
of  Fathers  and  Brothers  as  well 
as  religious  fidelity  that  reigns 
in  that  Province.  This  will  not 
fail  to  draw  down  upon  its 
works  the  blessing  of  heaven. 

The  College  of  St.  Alexandre 


enjoys  an  excellent  reputation 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  One 
proof  of  this  was  given  recently 
by  the  fact  that  the  Government 
made  a  grant  of  600,000  dollars 
to  the  College  for  new  buildings 
that  are  needed  for  the  enlarge- 
ment and  the  modernization  of 
that  Institute. 

In  Woodstock  (  Ontario  I  which 
is  situated  in  the  diocese  of  Lon- 
don, Father  Brolly  has  made 
ready  a  community  house  for 
Fathers  who  have  come  from 
Ireland  to  establish  a  parish  and 
preach  retreats  and  missions. 

His  Excellency  Monsignor 
Cody  has  shown  himself  favoi*- 
ably  disposed  toward  our  proj- 
ect of  establisliing  ourselves  in 
the  English-speaking  part  of 
Canada. 

In  the  UNITED  STATES  I 
managed  to  visit  the  houses  of 
formation,  Duquesne  University 
and  some  parochial  centres. 

In  view  of  the  development  of 
the  Junior  Scholasticate  of  Ann 
Arbor,  we  are  justified  in  look- 
ing forward  to  an  increasing 
number  of  vocations.  Such  an 
increase,  after  all,  is  absolutely 
imperative,  because  of  the  low 
number  of  senior  scholastics 
which  is  perhaps  less  than  that 
which  the  Province  registered 
twenty  or  twentv-five  vears  ajio. 
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It  will  even  he  necessary  to 
make  plans  for  the  opening  of  a 
third  junior  scholasticate,  as 
soon  as  finances  will  permit.  So, 
as  we  hope,  the  day  will  come 
when  the  United  States  will  sup- 
ply yearly  between  twenty  and 
thirty  young  Fathers.  This  will 
he  quite  normal  for  a  vast  coun- 
try like  the  United  States  in 
which  our  Congregation  has 
been  established  for  so  many 
years. 

The  thing  that  gave  me  the 
keenest  satisfaction  was  the 
sight  of  the  magnificent  com- 
munity house  which  was  erect- 
ed at  Duquesne  and  above  all, 
the  excellent  spirit  and  true  de- 
votedness  of  the  Fathers  and 
Brothers  to  the  enormous  task 
entrusted  to  them. 

Of  Duequesne  University  1 
preserve  a  memory  that  is  a 
matter  for  edification. 

In  most  parishes  progress  is 
continuous,  although  some  par- 
ishes, which  we  should  rather 
call  residences,  namely  in  the 
Carolinas,  are  in  reality  more 
in  the  nature  of  a  heavy  burden 
because  of  the  insignificant  or 
even  non-existent  conversions 
effected  in  them. 

PUERTO-RICO.  Although  we 
have  been  established  in  that 
island  for  less  than  twenty-five 
years,  we  have  accomplished  an 
excellent  missionary  work.  In 
the  ten  or  more  parishes  that  are 


in  our  charge  there  is  a  constant 
improvement  as  regards  religi- 
ous practice. 

In  HAITI  which,  as  I  was 
able  to  judge  by  personal  obser- 
vation, is  a  land  of  gatherings 
and  speech-making,  the  authori- 
ties and  the  people  are  very 
grateful  to  our  Congregation  for 
all  that  is  done  for  that  coun- 
try by  the  Seminary-College  of 
Saint-Martial.  We  enjoy  high 
esteem,  and  pressing  demands 
were  made  upon  me  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  for  an  expan- 
sion of  our  services. 

TRINIDAD.  Our  two  Colleges 
are  prosperous.  In  fact  they  are 
doing  too  well,  for  our  profes- 
sors are  over-burdened  with 
work.  We  ought  to  try  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  students  at 
St.  Mary's  College  and  content 
ourselves  with  a  figure  that  is 
reasonable,  limit  1,000  pupils. 
For,  otherwise,  we  might  not  be 
able  to  give  a  truly  suitable  di- 
rection to  those  young  people. 

At  Fatima  College  we  have 
already  reached  the  number  of 
600  students.  That  should  suffice. 

It  is  well  for  us  to  keep  in 
mind  that  none  of  those  1,800 
pupils  enrolled  in  our  two  Col- 
leges are  in  primary  grades. 

That  shows  that  we  can  be 
truly  proud  of  the  eminent  role 
played  by  our  Fathers  in  the 
education  and  instruction  of  the 
people  of  Trinidad. 
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Father  Anthony  F.  Lechner 
1898-1955 


THERE  was  aways  soniethin^i 
lean,  clean  and  ready  about 
"Tony"  Lecliner.  He  indulged 
neither  in  excess  of  weight  nor 
in  excess  of  words;  he  shot 
straight  and  true  and  clean  at 
the  highest  ideals  of  the  priest- 
hood, religious  life  and  the  Con- 
gregation at  all  times;  he  had 
an  "at-the-ready"  look  ahout 
him  to  serve  his  God  and  his 
neighbor. 

And  that  is  the  way  the  Angel 
of  Death  found  him  at  3  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  August  17. 
Father  Lechner  was  cleaning 
brush  and  preparing  to  level 
the  grounds  about  the  new  con- 
vent under  construction  for  the 
Sisters  teaching  at  the  school 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  for  col- 
ored, a  mission  of  the  mother 
church,  St.  Joseph's  in  Conway, 
Ark.  It  is  believed  that  he  suf- 
fered a  coronary  thrombosis.  A 
parishioner  helping  him  sum- 
moned his  assistant.  Father 
James  Beagan,  who  administer- 
ed the  last  rites. 

Anthony  Francis  Lechner  was 
born  on  April  17,  1898,  in  Dan- 
ville, Pa.  He  made  his  primary 
studies  there  at  St.  Hubert's 
School  and  entered  Cornwells 
in  1913. 

On  August  15,  1919,  Anthony 
Lechner   made    his    first    profes- 


sion at  Ferndale  and  three  years 
later  took  perpetual  vows.  He 
was  ordained  to  the  sub-diacon- 
ate  on  March  20,  1923,  to  the 
diaconate  on  March  7,  1924  and 
to  the  priesthood  on  March  8, 
1924.  He  made  his  aj)ostolic 
consecration  on  June  20,  1924. 

FATHER  Lechner  was  assigned 
as  assistant  to  St.  Mary's,  Sharps- 
burg,  for  his  first  appointment, 
on  October  25,  1924.  He  was  as- 
sistant at  St.  Mark's,  New  York, 
from  January  to  August  1926 
and  at  St.  Mary's,  Detroit,  from 
1926  to  1931. 

From  1931  to  1939,  Father- 
Lechner  served  on  the  faculty 
of  Duquesne  University  as  pro- 
fessor, dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  and  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  University  Prepara- 
tory School. 

On  February  2,  1939,  Father 
Lechner  was  appointed  superior 
and  director  of  scholastics  at 
Ferndale.  He  relinquished  the 
superiorship  in  1947,  but  con- 
tinued as  director  until  March 
2,  1951,  when  he  was  appointed 
pastor  of  St.  Joseph's,  Conway, 
Ark.  In  1945  he  was  appointed 
to  serve  as  a  provincial  coun- 
sellor, a  post  he  held  until  his 
death. 

Father  Lechner's  Ferndale 
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tenure  was  marked  by  an  inten- 
sified love  of  the  rule,  and  eccle- 
siastical studies,  and  burning 
zeal  for  tbe  missions  of  the 
Congregation.  It  was  he,  who 
with  Father  George  Collins, 
founded  tlie  Province's  maga- 
zine Mission  Neivs,  in  1941. 

At  St.  Joseph's  in  Conway, 
Father  Lechner  completed  the 
new  parish  high  school  begun 
h\  his  predecessor  the  late 
Father  Henry  Tei^iAg,  l)uilt  the 
new  convent  at  the  mission  of 
Good  Shepherd  and  conducted 
the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the 
parish  on  August  30,  1953. 

At   the   funeral   Mass   on   Au- 


gust 19  at  St.  Joseph's,  Very 
Rev.  Father  Francis  McGlynn 
was  celebrant  and  his  Excel- 
lency, Bishop  Albert  L.  Fletcher 
of  Little  Rock,  preached  the  ser- 
mon and  presided.  Fathers 
Vincent  Kmiecinski  and  Julius 
Zehler,  cousins  of  the  deceased, 
and  many  Holy  Ghost  Fathers 
from  Arkansas  and  Louisiana 
were  in  attendance.

Father  Joseph  J.  Sonnefeld 
1890-1955 


IT  was  more  than  the  contrast 
between  his  big  frame  and  his 
polite  and  gentle  manner  that 
made  everybody  like  "big  Joe." 
It  was  his  charity  that  was  big, 
his  politeness  that  pleased,  hij 
gentleness  that  softened  the  at- 
mosphere around  him. 

"Big  Joe"  loved  his  confreres, 
liked  to  please  them,  liked  to 
have  them  visit.  He  wanted  to 
be  good  to  people  and  to  wait 
upon  their  needs.  He  was  so 
jiroper  and  self-effacting  in  his 
salutation  and  his  conversation 
that  at  first  you  felt  it  just  didn't 
(it  so  biji  a  man. 


After  your  first  surprise  and 
continued  acquaintance,  you 
soon  discovered  that  his  ideals 
of  the  priesthood  and  i-eligious 
life  were  big,  too,  and  strong 
and  warm  and  kept  shining 
bright  as  his  big  smile. 

He  was  a  good  man,  a  good 
priest,  a  good  religious  and  a 
good  example  for  all  of  us. 

Joseph  J.  Sonnefeld  was  born 
in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  on  Octolier 
18,  1890  and  made  his  primary 
studies  at  St.  Stanislaus  School. 
He  enrolled  in  the  Duquesne 
University  Preparatory  School 
in  1904  and  the  following  year 
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Father  Sonnefeld 


went  to  Holy  Ghost  Apostolic 
College  in  Cornwells  Heights, 
Penna. 

On  Octoljer  1,  1911,  at  Fern- 
dale,  Joseph  Sonnefeld  took  his 
first  vows  in  the  Congregation. 
After  his  philosophical  studies, 
he  served  as  prefect  at  Duquesne 
University  where  he  also  earned 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
in  1915. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  suh- 
diaconate  and  diaconate  on 
June  18  and  19,  1917,  and  to 
the  priesthood  on  Noveniher  14, 
1917.  He  made  his  apostolic 
consecration  on  June  19,  1918, 
and  in  the  following  year,  on 
Octoher  1,  made  his  perpetual 
vows. 


Father  Sonnefeld  served  as 
assistant  pastor  at  St.  Mary'*, 
Sharpshurg,  Pa.,  in  1918;  at  St. 
Joachim's,  Detroit,  Mich.,  1919- 
1920;  at  Notre  Dame,  Chip- 
pewa Falls,  Wise,  1920-22;  at 
St.  Joseph's,  Mt.  Carniel,  Pa., 
1922-29. 

In  1929,  Father  Sonnefeld 
was  appointed  pastor  of  Im- 
maculate Heart  of  Mary  parish, 
Pittshurgh,  Pa.,  where  he  served 
until  his  death. 

During  this  period.  Father 
Sonnefeld  served  terms  as  a 
mcmlier  of  the  corporation  of 
Holy  Family  Institute  for  or- 
plianed  Polish  children.  For  the 
past  six  years  he  had  also  heen 
a  memher  of  corporation  of 
Duquesne   University. 

Late  in  the  winter  of  1953-54, 
the  first  indication  of  Father 
Sonnefeld's  fatal  illness  mani- 
fested itself  in  a  thigh  malig- 
nancy. In  an  effort  to  check  its 
progress,  liis  right  leg  was  re- 
moved and  after  several  months 
in  Mercy  Hospital,  he  returned 
to  his  pastorate  at  Immaculat.? 
Heart. 

Father  Joe  valiantly  attempt- 
ed to  learn  to  walk  with  the  aid 
of  an  artifical  leg  and  to  carry 
out  his  pastoral  duties.  But 
early  in  the  summer  of  1955. 
his  strength  failed  rapidly  and 
it  was  discovered  tliat  cancer 
had  hecome  generalized.  He  was 
returned  to  Mercy  Hospital 
where  the  example  of  his  un- 
complaining   suffering    hrought 
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tears  to  the  eyes  of  attendants 
and  visitors  alike.  It  was  both 
heartbreaking  and  edifying  to 
visit  him.  Death  came  peace- 
fully on  August  18. 

At  the  Solemn  Requiem  High 
Mass  at  Immaculate  Heart  on 
August  23,  Very  Rev.  Father 
Francis     McGlynn,     provincial, 


was  celebrant.  Father  Joseph 
Rossenbach,  deacon,  and  Father 
Edward  Smith,  subdeacon.  Most 
Rev.  John  J.  Dearden,  bishop  of 
Pittsburgh,  presided. 

Burial  was  in  the  family  plot 
in  St.  Stanislaus  Cemetery,  Mill- 
vale,  Pa.

Henry  J.   Koren,  An  Introduc- 
tion   to    the    Science    of    Meta- 
physics,  pp.  xix-291,   St.   Louis, 
B.  Herder  Book  Co.,  1955 

FR.  Koren  has  given  the  he- 
ginning  student  in  philos- 
ophy a  synthetic  view  of  some  of 
the  fundamental  doctrines  of  St, 
Thomas  as  they  have  lieen  inter- 
preted hv  scholastics  hoth  old 
and  modern,  adding  to  these  his 
personal  interpretations  and  in- 
sights. He  manifests  great  fam- 
iliarity with  St.  Thomas.  His 
work  is  remarkahle  especially 
for  its  order  and  clarity.  Many 
classifications  are  given,  thus 
enal)ling  the  student  to  get  an 
over-all  picture  of  the  complex 
nature  of  the  real. 

In  the  Introduction  we  find 
a  hrief  treatment  of  the  levels 
of  ahstraction.  A  novel  inter- 
pretation of  St.  Thomas  is  given, 
one  first  proposed  hy  A.  Van 
Melsen  in  The  Philosophy  of  Na- 
ture. Metaphysics  is  defined 
and  divided  in  agreement  with 
modern  scholastic  tradition.  The 
text  is  divided  into  two  parts; 
the  Philosophy  of  heing  in  gen- 
eral and  the  Pliilosophy  of  finite 
l)eing.  In  each  chapter  hrief  his- 
torical notes  are  given  and  a 
clear  summary  which  is  of  great 
value  for  study.  At  the  end  of 
each  chapter  there  is  a  well- 
chosen  list  of  suggested  readings 
in  Enirlisli. 


Since  man  cannot  lay  aside 
the  hurden  of  his  thinking  for 
his  thought  is  pregnant  with  be- 
ing, the  author  gives  special  at- 
tention in  the  First  Part,  to  the 
concept  of  heing  and  to  its  an- 
alogous nature.  This  is  excellent 
for  our  Ontology  must  of  neces- 
sity he  a  conceptual  structure. 
Analogy  is  treated  well;  it  helps 
us  to  retain  intentionally  in  our 
concepts  what  escapes  conceptu- 
alization as  such,  namely  the  in- 
dividual. Analogy  keeps  us  an- 
chored in  the  concrete  order  of 
existents.  The  importance  of 
analogy  is  emphasized  through- 
out. The  transcendental  prop- 
erties of  heing  are  given  tradi- 
tional treatment.  The  prohlem 
of  Act  and  Potency  is  treated  in 
its  historical  setting  and  how  St. 
Thomas  Ijroadened  the  scope  of 
this  theory  hy  means  of  his  prin- 
ciple: act  is  not  limited  except 
hy  potency. 

The  Second  Part  has  three  sec- 
tions dealing  with  the  nature  of 
finite  heing  in  general,  its  su- 
preme classes  and  the  causes  of 
finite  lieing.  In  the  first  section 
the  theory  of  act  and  potency  is 
applied  to  the  solution  of  the 
problems  of  the  multiplication 
of  'to  be'  and  essence.  The  mean- 
ing and  importance  of  the  real 
distinction  between  essence  and 
'to  be'  is  presented  clearly.  Per- 
sonal views  are  given  on  the 
principle     of    individuation     in 
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material  beings.  In  this  section 
a  cliapter  is  devoted  to  tlie  ulti- 
mate foundation  of  possiljles. 

In  the  second  section  tlie  num- 
J)er  of  the  categories  is  defended. 
The  category  'relation'  is  given 
special  treatment  in  one  chapter. 
The  unsatisfactory  treatment  of 
relation  by  Aristotle  is  remedied 
to  some  extent  by  a  considera- 
tion of  transcendental  relations 
which  are  not  accidents,  e.g.,  es- 
sence and  'to  l)e',  matter  and 
form,  substance  and  accident  are 
corelative  principles  whicli  are 
related  to  one  anotlier  by  their 
very  nature.  "'Hence  such  rela- 
tions are  not  really  distinct  from 
the  subject  and  term  wliich  are 
transcendentally  related  b  u  t 
identical  with  them." 

In  the  third  section  the  au- 
thor considers  the  causes  in  gen- 
eral, then  efficient  and  final 
causes  in  particular  and  finally 
the  mutual  relationship  of 
causes.  The  treatment  is  tradi- 
tional. A  short  appendix  is 
given  on  exemplary  cause.  Al- 
though he  gives  no  formal  proof 
of  the  existence  of  God,  the  au- 
thor indicates  that  "the  princi- 
ple of  casuality  leads  to  the  ad- 
mission of  a  Being  which  exists 
of  itself"  and  "'the  principle  of 
finality  points  to  the  existence  of 
a  Supreme  Intelligence." 

In  an  Introduction  to  General 
Metaphysics  the  nature  of  On- 
tology should  have  been  charac- 
terized more  adequately.  Ontol- 
ogy  tries   to    give   the   ultimate

explanation  of  the  total  order  of 
the  real  both  in  its  static  and 
dynamic  aspects.  If  this  is  not 
emphasized  the  beginner  may 
get  the  impression  that  Ontol- 
ogy deals  with  the  concept  of  be- 
ing and  with  principles  as  such. 

What  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  existence  of  the  unique 
order  of  being?  All  the  prob- 
lems of  Ontology  should  be 
worded  in  such  a  way  that  they 
reflect  this  fundamental  prob- 
lem. The  proof  of  the  existence 
of  an  Infinite  Being  is  the  crown- 
ing point  of  Ontology.  Hence, 
from  the  very  start  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  metaphysical  ab- 
solute should  be  clearly  deline- 
ated. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that 
our  knowledge  of  the  transcen- 
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dental  properties  of  being  does 
not  flow  immediately  from  the 
concept  of  being  but  from  our 
experiences  of  the  real.  Hence 
neither  does  the  principle  of 
non-contradiction  flow  immedi- 
ately from  the  concept  of  being 
nor  are  the  categories  derived 
from  the  concept  of  being  as 
such. 

The  use  of  "'otherness"  to  des- 
ignate a  transcendental  property 
is  not  felicitous  for  'other'  ex- 
presses a  relation  and  implies 
the  existence  of  the  term.  Dis- 
tinction or  determination  may 
be  more  fitting  as  F.  Van  Steen- 
J)erghen  suggests  in  his  On- 
tology.

The  defintion  of  transcenden- 
tal good  is  more  psychological 
than  metaphysical  "Good  is 
what  all  desire"  seems  to  imply 
that  the  denomination  'good' 
comes  from  the  side  of  the  will. 

The  various  fundamental  char- 
acteristics of  being  as  revealed 
by  the  transcendental  proper- 
ties are  not  related  sufficiently 
to  the  mode  of  existence  of  finite 
beings  and  as  a  result  the  anti- 
nomies resulting  from  this  con- 
frontation are  not  brought  into 
focus  sharply  enough  for  the  be- 
ginning student. 

Considerations  of  the  Infinite 
Being  are  brought  in  constantly 
although  the  existence  of  God 
has  not  yet  been  demonstrated 
and  the  meaning  of  'infinite'  has 
not  been  determined.  Likewise 
the  terms:  perfection,  al)solute, 
limitation   require   clarification. 

The  author  remarks  that 
specific  essence  exists  as  infinite 
and  unique  only  in  the  intellect. 
Hence  again,  it  seems  incorrect 
to  argue  from  the  concept  to  the 
state  of  affairs  in  the  order  of 
existents.  Clarification  is  needed 
here.  In  like  manner,  when  you 
argue  that  form  of  itself  implies 
no  limitation,  you  argue  from 
the  conceptual  order. 

The  various  divisions  of  act 
and  potency,  given  prior  to  a 
consideration  of  the  prol)lems 
involved,  are  very  confusing  for 
the  J)cginner.  Such  classifica- 
tions may  well  have  been  given 
at  the  end. 
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I  do  think  that  hy  substance, 
what  is  meant  in  finite  l)eing  is 
the  composite  being,  both  es- 
sence and  'to  l)e'  for  that  is  the 
real  subject  of  all  activity.  It  is 
this  subject  which  is  fully  deter- 
mined in  the  order  of  essence 
by  its  'to  be'.  Since  no  further 
determination  in  the  order  of  es- 
sence is  received  when  the  sul)- 
ject  acts,  the  author  should  liave 
indicated  that  the  new  deter- 
minations received  here  by  the 
subject,  are  received  in  a  po- 
tency that  is  distinct  from  the 
substance.  A  metapliysical  treat- 
ment of  the  powers  of  operation 
is  lacking  and  the  j)rol)lems  in- 
volved in  the  order  of  accidental 
activity  are  given  scant  consid- 
eration. 

The  nature  of  material  cause 
must  be  determined  more  pre- 
cisely.    The    description    given. 


may  apply  as  well  to  the  formal 
cause. 

"Action  follows  being"  can 
mean  also,  that  finite  being  must 
of  its  nature  be  aJ)le  to  act  for 
otiierwise  there  would  not  be  a 
sufficient  reason  for  the  existence 
of  an  isolated  finite  being. 

It  may  be  questioned  whether 
the  fact  of  maternity  or  pater- 
nity produces  a  new  metaphys- 
ical entity,  an  accident  in  the 
parents.  Habitus  surely  does  not. 

In  spite  of  tliese  lacunae,  this 
text  is  a  good  Introduction  to 
General  Metapliysics  and  is  es- 
pecially adapted  to  beginners, 
since  it  is  the  fruit  of  an  exten- 
sive experience  with  students  the 
majority  of  whom  has  dwelt 
very  liriefly  only  in  the  shadow 
of  philosophy  l)y  having  fol- 
lowed a  short  course  in  the  tra- 
ditional Logic.

I.   GENERAL   SURVEY 


1.  SI  TV  AT  I  ON 

The  District  of  Kilimanjaro 
comprises  the  diocese  of  Moshi. 
which  was  formerly  known  hy 
the  name  of  Apostolic  Vicariate 
of  Kilimanjaro.  Its  history  gives 
it  an  exceptional  place  in  the 
apostolate  of  the  Congregation. 
In  1933  its  personnel  lielonged 
to  the  most  varied  nationalities: 
German,  French  (the  latter  espe- 
cially of  the  Alsatian  origin  I , 
Dutch,  Irish,  English,  American 
and  African.  Even  today  all 
those  nationalities  are  repre- 
sented in  that  Mission.  But  in 
spite  of  the  variety  of  races, 
nationalities  and  education, 
wonderful  results  have  heen  oh- 
tained  hecause  the  missionaries 
have  l>een  faithful  to  their 
motto.  Cor  iiniim  et  anima  una. 

Under  the  zealous,  wise  and 
p  r  u  d  e  n  t  administration  of 
Bishop  Byrne,  the  apostolate 
has  heen  so  successful  that  the 
Holy  See  considered  it  proper 
to  divide  the  territory  of  the 
Vicariate  and  create  new  Apos- 
tolic Pref<'ctures.  But  in  spite 
of  what  has  heen  accomplislied, 
it  is  plain  that  th<'  missionaries 
in  those  parts  have  still  an  ar(hi- 
ous  task  hefore  them. 


2.  SACERDOTAL  AND 
RELIGIOUS   VOCATIONS 

The  Christian  Family.  This 
people  is  animated  by  a  pro- 
found religious  spirit,  for  God 
has  visihly  hlest  the  Apostolic 
Vicariate  of  Kilimanjaro.  Chris- 
tianity has  developed  deep  roots 
in  that  country,  especially  on 
the  mountain  of  Kilema,  the 
country  of  the  Wachagas,  as  well 
as  in  the  mountain  of  Pare, 
Finally,  we  are  working  more 
energetically  for  the  conversion 
of  the  Waarushas  and  the  Masai. 
Two  senior  seminarians  have 
come  from  those  trilies. 

Every  year  the  numher  of 
Christians  shows  a  steady  and 
remarkahle  increase.  The  spirit- 
ual life  is  solid  as  is  shown  hy 
the  fervent  and  frequent  recep- 
tion of  the  sacraments.  In  1953 
there  were  at  least  1,616,637 
communions,  that  is  an  average 
of  twenty  for  every  Christian. 
The  nund)er  of  Christian  fam- 
ilies who  fully  live  their  religion 
is  constantly  growing. 

Vocations  to  the  Priesthood. 
It  is  in  the  Christian  family  that 
priestly  vocations  are  prepared. 
The  two  diocesan  seminaries  are 
filled  with  capable  candidates 
and  the  proportion  of  those  who 
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persevere  corresponds  with  that 
of  the  hest  dioceses  of  Europe. 
No  doubt  many  leave  durin<»;  the 
long  period  of  studies  in  the 
Junior  Seminary,  but  few,  if  any 
at  all,  leave  during  their  course 
in  the  Senior  Seminary  of  *'()ur- 
Lady-of-the-Angels." 

The  junior  seminary,  called 
St.  James  Junior  Seminary,  has 
regularly  about  ninety  students 
divided  in  seven  classes.  During 
the  school  year  1953-54,  it  sent 
four  students  to  pursue  studies 
in  philosophy.  This  has  been 
the  regular  number  for  the  last 


years.  At  the  lieginning  of  this 
same  period  we  had  first  28 
senior  seminarians.  Many  of 
these  came  from  neighboring 
jurisdictions.  The  diocese  has 
at  present  17  Africian  priests, 
and  three  missions  are  entirely 
entrusted  to  them. 

African  Brothers.  The  Afri- 
can Brothers  "'of  the  Immacu- 
late Heart  of  Mary"  are  also 
progressing.  Their  novitiate  is 
full  and  that  society  now  has  fif- 
teen professed  Brothers.  Their 
first  Postulate  was  founded  at 
Maua  in  the  year  1942.    In  Feb- 
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FeRNDALE'S  Catholic  Stu- 
dents' Mission  Crusade  Unit  re- 
ports many  activities  and  proj- 
ects in  the  October  and  Novem- 
ber issues  of  its  little  pul)lica- 
tion,  "Missionward."  (The  pub- 
lication is  mimeographed  on 
blue  paper,  has  a  clean,  well- 
planned  look  and  the  depth  and 

f    dignity   of   mature   writing    and 

I    editing. ) 

Study  club  activities  this  year 
include:  1)  The  Theory  of  Ac- 
commodation; 2 1  The  Tech- 
niques of  the  Missionary;  3) 
I  The  Theology  of  Vocations. 
Some  of  the  objectives  for  the 
year  are:  1)  to  establish  a  Mis- 
sion Library  section  in  the  Peri- 
odical Library  and  devise  a  card 
index  for  articles  appearing  in 


various  magazines;  2)  to  build 
a  Puerto  Rican  exhibit;  3 1  to 
reorganize  the  Stamp  Depart- 
ment; 4)  to  collect  books  for 
the  missions. 

A  report  on  disbursement  of 
funds  collected  by  the  Unit  last 
year  reveals  that  $488.50  was 
distribvited  in  the  following 
manner:  ll  Africa,  $338.50;  2) 
Puerto  Rico,  $75;  3)  U.  S.  $50: 
4 1   South  America,  $25. 

A  short  work  on  the  terri- 
tories entrusted  to  the  Ameri- 
can Province  has  been  initiated 
to  provide  information  for  other 
Mission  Units  and  for  the  many 
requests  that  are  made  continu- 
ously for  data. 

Stamp  collecting  netted  $120 
in  the  month  of  October. 
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ruary.  1947,  the  first  postulants 
began  their  novitiate  and,  in 
August,  1948,  8  of  them  made 
their  profession.  Since  tlie  be- 
ginning of  the  foundation  until 
1952,  57  postulants  have  en- 
tered, 22  left,  35  are  still  with 
us,  of  whom  15  are  professed.  In 
1952,  two  novices  made  their 
profession  and  12  received  the 
habit  and  began  their  novitiate. 
In  1953,  8  postulants  asked  for 
admission. 

We  must  make  a  special  men- 
tion of  the  master  of  novices. 
Brother  Amandus,  who  has  been 
most  self-sacrificing  in  his  de- 
votion for  the  spiritual  and  tech- 
nical formation  of  the  candi- 
dates. For  the  Brothers  are  spe- 
cially trained  in  the  art  and 
trade  of  carpenter  and  masons, 
and  at  the  present  moment,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Brother 
Dominic,  they  are  engaged  in 
the  erection  of  substantial 
buildings  for  the  mission  of 
Maua  itself. 

Religious.  It  was  in  1931  that 
Bishop  Gogarty  established  the 
novitiate  of  the  African  Congre- 
gation of  the  Sisters  of  Notre- 
Dame  -  of  -  Kilimanjaro.  From 
1931  to  the  present  183  postu- 
lants entered,  of  whom  1 10  made 
their  profession,  and  34  are  still 
postulants  or  novices.  39  did 
not  persevere.  The  average  of 
those  who  persevere  is  higii. 
Of  the  100,  4  died  and  12  re- 
turned to  the  world.  Actually  94 
religious  are  doing  devoted  work 


in  the  missions  or  in  the  various 
services  of  their  Mother  House 
at  Huruma. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
the  sisters  of  the  Precious  Blood 
who  have  formed  our  African  re- 
ligious to  a  life  of  piety  and 
apostolic  zeal  that  is  worthy  of 
all  praise.

1947.  His  Excellency,  Mgr. 
Matthew,  Delegate  Apostolic, 
visits  the  Vicariate. 
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1950.  The  Prefecture  of  Tan- 
^a  is  administered  toftether  with 
the  coastal  rejiion  of  the  Vicari- 
ate. Father  J.  Balm,  first  Chajia 
priest,  makes  his  j)rofessioii  in 
the  Congregation  at  Ridgefield, 
U.  S.  A. 

1951.  The  Governor  Edward 
Twining  and  Lady  Twining  visit 
Kilema  and  are  received  hy  a 
great  asseml)ly  of  Fathers, 
Brothers,  the  faithful  and  school 
children.  Mr,  Augres  Ward, 
Consul  General  of  the  U.  S.  A. 
at  Nairohi  is  received  at  Kilema. 
His  Excellency,  Mgr.  Matthew 
visits  the  Vicariate  and  ex- 
presses his  satisfaction  seeing 
the  progress  made  since  his  last 
visit. 

1952.  To  the  great  satisfac- 
tion of  all,  the  Very  Reverend 
Superior  General  visits  the  en- 
tire Vicariate. 

1953.  Father  Krieger,  one  of 
our  veterans,  celehrated  the 
golden  ju])ilee  of  his  priest- 
hood. The  Vicariate  of  Kili- 
manjaro is  raised  to  the  rank 
of  a  diocese.  Father  J.  Kilasara, 
priest  of  Kilimanjaro,  makes  his 
profession  in  the  Novitiate  of 
Ridgefield.  His  Excellency, 
Bisliop  Byrne,  celehrates  the 
liolden  juhilee  of  his  prieshood 
at  Kilema. 

Ill— THE  MISSIONS 

Kilema  ( Our-Lady-of-Lourdes, 
1890 1  This  mission  is  the 
"mother-mission"  of  the  diocese 
of  Moshi  (formerly  called  Apos- 


tolic Vicariate  of  Kilimanjaro  I . 
Its  location  was  chosen  in  1890 
as  the  first  Catholic  Mission 
Kilimanjaro,  hy  Mgr.  de  Cour- 
mont.  Father  Le  Roy  (later 
Archl>ishop  Le  Roy,  Superior 
General  I  and  Father  Auguste 
did  excellent  work  there  as  the 
apostle  of  the  Wachagas  and  his 
name  is  held  in  veneration  at 
Kilema.  He  lahored  under  the 
direction  of  Bishop  de  Cour- 
mont,  Bishoj)  Allgeyer,  Bishop 
Munsch,  Very  Rev.  Father  Soul 
and  Bishop  Gogarty.  He  estah- 
lished  the  schools  and  acquired 
the  necessary  ground  in  view  of 
the  future  development  of  the 
mission  during  the  German  oc- 
cupation, hefore  the  first  World 
War.  He  was  followed  hy  Father 
Tessier.  The  latter  was  replaced 
hy  Father  Griffin,  our  present 
Superior  General.  Later  Father 
Tessier  returned  to  Kilema 
when  Kondoa  was  taken  over 
hy  the  Italian  Passionists. 
Father  Mangan  hecame  in  turn 
Superior  of  Kilema  at  the  out- 
hreak  of  the  second  World  War, 
Father  Tessier  taking  over  the 
charge  of  the  Prefecture  Apos- 
tolic of  Dodoma. 

The  schools  from  the  very 
start  were  well-chosen  and  well- 
administered.  In  particular  the 
Sisters  of  the  Precious  Blood 
have  lahored  with  great  de- 
votedness  and  competence  in 
the  schools  of  Kilema  for  the 
education  of  girls.  From  the 
schools  conducted  by  them  have 
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come    many    vocations    for    the 
seminary  and  the  religious  life. 

The  Confraternities  of  the 
Sacred  Heart,  of  the  Children 
of  Mary  for  yoiing;  girls,  of  St. 
Ann  for  married  women,  of  St. 
Aloysius  Gonzaga  for  young 
men,  of  St.  Joseph  for  men,  were 
established  almost  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  mission  and  they 
are  now  flourishing  centres  of 
deep  and  apostolic  piety.  Fa- 
ther Mangan  in  recent  times  has 
given  a  remarkable  impetus  to 
the  devotion  in  honor  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  The  Church  is 
crowded  for  confessions  and 
Holy  Communions  during  the 
novena  of  Pentecost.  The  "wasi- 
mamejis"  are  lay  apostles  care- 
fully chosen  from  among  the 
more  fervent  youths  or  adults 
for  the  control  of  Christianity 
in  the  name  of  the  Superior  in 
the  various  districts  of  the  mis- 
sions. They  constitute  a  remark- 
able organism  of  Catholic  Ac- 
tion which  traces  its  origin  to 
Father  Auguste.  A  shining  proof 
of  the  fervor  present  in  Kilenia 
mission,  is  the  regular  noctur- 
nal adoration  of  Holy  Thursday 
when  more  than  600  men  pass 
the  night  in  adoration. 

The  development  of  Kilema 
led  to  the  creation  of  the  new 
missions  of  Kerna,  Marnaga, 
Maua  and  Mandaka.  The  great 
majority  of  the  population  of 
the  first  three  localities  is  Cath- 
olic. 

Were  recently  establishe<l  the 


Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
and  the  Legion  of  Mary. 

In  spite  of  its  dismemberment 
the  remaining  mission  of  Kile- 
ma is  full  of  life  as  is  shown  by 
these  figures:  620  baptisms;  84 
marriages;  6,900  communions  at 
Easter  time;  271,497  commun- 
ions of  devotion:  671  confir- 
mations. 

Besides  all  this,  Kilema  has 
15  junior  seminarians,  18  senior 
seminaries,  12  postulants  and 
2,083  pupils  in  its  schools. 

Arusha.  Father  Rohmar  and 
Father  Auguste  arrived  in  Kile- 
ma in  1891  and  at  Arusha  in 
1895.  They  constructed  a  small 
hut  on  a  ridge  on  Mount  Meru, 
near  the  actual  city  of  Arusha. 
They  were  accompanied  by  some 
twenty  natives. 

Soon  after  the  arrival  of  the 
Fathers  the  Warushas  of  the 
locality  held  a  meeting  in  order 
to  determine  what  attitude  they 
should  take  towards  their  vis- 
itors. One  native  demanded  that 
they  should  be  killed  without 
waiting  for  the  permission  of 
the  chief.  The  chief  immediate- 
ly pierced  that  native  with  an 
arrow.  The  wounded  man  ran 
to  the  Fathers  who  removed  the 
arrow  and  bound  up  his  wounds. 
It  is  said  that  he  died  shortly 
after  receiving  his  fatal  wound. 

A  friend  of  one  of  the  natives 
who  accompanied  the  Fathers 
came  to  warn  them  that  the 
Warushas  had  made  plans  to  at- 
tack   them    that    night    and    he 
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urged  them  to  escape,  which 
they  did.  The  followino;  day  the 
two  priests  met  a  Lutheran  min- 
ister and  in  turn  warnecl  him 
also.  One  month  later  two  Lu- 
theran missionaries  came  with 
a  captain  named  Johannes  and 
fifty  soldiers  and  installed  them- 
selves at  a  place  where  the  Fa- 
thers had  huilt  their  hut.  That 
same  night  those  two  mission- 
aries and  a  hoy  were  killed  hut 
captain  Johannes  and  his  sol- 
diers fled  to  the  other  side  of 
the  river. 

Peace  was  finally  concluded 
and  great  advantages  were  given 
to  the  Lutherans  because  they 
had  given  their  lives  for  re- 
ligion and  Arusha  became  a 
Lutheran  fortress. 


Nevertheless,  the  Catholic 
missionaries  had  a  small  chapel 
in  the  town  in  which  they  said 
Mass  during  their  travels  in  the 
West. 

On  July  16,  1926,  Father 
GrilTin,  now  our  Superior  Gen- 
eral, established  the  first  Catho- 
lic mission  at  the  confluence  of 
the  two  rivers,  and  this  at  a 
later  date  became  the  centre  of 
the  locality. 

Because  there  were  no  facili- 
ties in  the  place  for  the  Father, 
a  former  member  of  the  Admin- 
istration and  a  Catholic,  Mr. 
George  Savage  put  at  the  dis- 
posal of  Father  Griffin  part  of 
his  own  house,  until  better  ar- 
rangements could  be  made.

The  Church  is  140  x  48,  of  rigid  steel  construction  with  red-toned  brick  masonry 
trimmed  with  limestone  and  seats  700.  The  new  auditorium  benetth  the  church  features 
a  fully-equipped  stage,  modern  kitchen,  check-room,  storage  room,  wash  rooms,  boiler 
room  and  seats  600. 

The  architecture  of  the  new  building  is  conservatively  modern  with  a  sixty-foot  tower 
housing  the  bell  which  served  for  the  old  church  since  1896  and  has  been  converted  to 
electronic  sounding. 
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
